New Field Opens for Hospital and Dental Corpsmen 
Assigned to Center’s Closed Circuit TV System 


Pay Hike Proposed; 6% Clause Still In 

Washington (AFPS) . . . The Defense Department has presented 
legislation to Congress proposing pay raises based on the 1957 Cordiner 
Committee principles, or an optional six per cent increase, for most 
military personnel. 

Representative Carl A. Vinson (D-Ga.), Armed Services Committee 
Chairman, introduced the new pay bill in the House on Jan. 14, the 
same day it was delivered to Capitol Hill. 

The pay bill, recommended in President Eisenhower’s Jan. 9 State 
of the Union message for space age defenses, would modernize the pres- 
ent compensation system and provide new career incentives for highly 
qualified officers and enlisted members of the Armed Forces. 

First-year costs of the legislation, included in the fiscal year 1959 
service budget, are estimated at $518 million if the measures are enacted, 
as urged by the DOD by next July 1. D.fFering in numerous respects 
from last year’s military pay recommendations, the new' proposals would 
bring increases to about 1.8 million of the present 2 6 million in the 
services. 

The bill, delivered to Capitol Hill on Jan. 14, discards the traditional 
and outmoded longevity system for step-in-grade increases and estab- 
lishes new basic pay scales for all ranks, in addition to reserve officer 
term-retention provisions, enlisted proficiency advances and the percent- 
age cost of living raises ioi all with mure than two years active service 
who otherwise would not benefit by the changes. 

Authority also is asked to expand officer and enlisted ranks to in- 
clude grades 0-9 and 0-10 and E- 
8 and E-9, as proposed in the orig- 
inal Cordiner Report. 

In translating the earlier Cor- 
diner recommendations into legis- 
lation. the DOD has provided for- 
converting and phasing-in the 
increases for officers and warrant 
officers and a "satisfactory service’’ 
contingency for enlisted step-in- 
grade advancements. 

Enlisted personnel, however, au- 
tomatically enter the new system 
with the establishment of the two 
additional pay grades under selec- 
tive application of proficiency ad- 
vances, reenlistment controls and 
retraining programs. 

The proficiency plan, awarding 
one or two pay grade advances — 
without commensurate military 
rank — for demonstrated outstand- 
iog ability primarily in critical 
skills, has already been shaped by 
the services for grades E-3 through 
E-6, but has not been put into 
effect. 

The new measure, establishing 
finite pay differentials between 
grades, would make the system 
effective by including grades 
E -7 and E-8. 

The Defense proposal does, not 
change — as did the Cordiner plan

Due to begin telecasting instructional programs on an experimental basis February 1 is NNMC-TV, t e 
Naval Medical Center’s Medical-Dental Television Observation System. 

Three years back, the initial steps were taken to start the Television Project. A thorough design stud\ 
was required to meet the unique needs of a medical-dental teaching center, and to provide for future 
development possibilities in television. In February, 1957, the system design was completed, incorporating 
the advice of television specialists from the Naval Training Device Center, the University of Kansas Medical 
Center, the Bureau of Ships, the Pennsylvania State University, and the Vitro Laboratories of Silver 
Spring. In July, 1957, a contract was let to the Dage Television Division of Thompson Products, Inc., Mich- 
igan City, Indiana, for the manufacture and installation of the initial unit of the television system. 

NNMC-TV will be a closed circuit cable system capable of producing and receiving both in black and 
white and color. Completed on January 15 this year the first unit will link together the Naval School of Hos- 
pital Administration, Naval Medical Research Institute, Naval Medical School, Naval Dental School, Naval 
Hospital and the Center Command in a common TV bond. 

The system is essentially one which will lend itself to the full utilization of a mobile self-contained 
television unit which can be moved to various locations throughout the Medical Center rather than one 
which forces the programs to be originated from fixed locations or studios. 

The initial distribution system will provide outlet points at twenty-two locations, which include the 
principal classrooms and conference rooms. By way of illustration of the kind of a program the system is 
capable of handling the following example is given: 

A demonstration of oral surgery is to be televised in color from the first deck dental area in building 1. 
A mobile color camera and control console is located there. Supplementary to this main camera area , sup- 
plementary teaching material located on the second deck of building 1 and the second deck of building 122 
can be viewed at which points portable black and white TV cameras are located. In addition, color slides 
and films can be intercut. These four TV camera outputs are simultaneously edited in the central switching 
area in building 144 where monitoring and switching equipment is provided for the final program output. 
This central switching area provides for versatile intermixing of originating and receiving areas by means 
of paten panels and switching equipment. Located in this central area is the film ■ slide TV camera equip- 
ment. 

A secondary audio conference system, that will tie together the mail camera origination points with the 

conference and classrooms, is also 
provided. The conference system 
;S independent of the program au- 
dio system, but is connected to the 
program sound system at the cen- 
tral switching area 

Final details for a microwave 
linkage with Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center and National In- 
stitutes of Health were completed 
at a meeting held early this month 
Work on this interlinking system 
will begin in March When com- 
pleted about April 1, it will be the 
world’s first continuous TV link- 
age between a group of Medical 
Centers. With this microwave 
linkage, medical and dental in- 
structional programs can be view- 
ed by each, and by means of in- 
terstate facilities any program can 
be placed on a nation-wide closed 
circuit TV network. 

The basic unit of NNMC’s highly 
mobile, low cost system is the 
Dage Camera, the first surgical 
camera adapted for mobile use 
and the only one of its kind at the 
present time. The versatility of 
this camera is evident in that it 
eliminates the necessity for a cen- 
tral studio and the cost of having 
additional fixed cameras in places 
such as the operating suite or lab- 
oratory. It takes but a short time 
to move from one place to an, 
other, thereby making any area a 
potential “studio”. 

The NNMC-TV system is a total 
intercommunication system. A 
unique feature of this system is 
the ability to talk to the image on 
the screen and receive an answer. 
An example of the working of this 
system would be a group of med- 
ical officers witnessing, in a class- 
room, an unusual operation being 
pei for med. If a question arose in 
the mind of any of the viewers, 
his question would be projected

toward the viewing screen, heard 
by the operating surgeon, and im- 
mediately answered or explained. 

In the central switching area is 
a color television camera which, 
through a reflector system, picks 
up images from a 16-mm motion 
picture film projector and a 2 x 2 
inch slide projector. These can 
transmit in color or in black and 
white. This equipment can be op- 
erated either locally or remotely. 
This allows motion picture or film 
slides to be included in any pro- 
gram being shown live through the 
NNMC-TV system. 

Also included in the NNIVIC-T'\ 
system is a tape recording device 
for recording any or all parts of 
the sound portion of programs 
broadcasted. In the near future a 
TV film recording device will be 
installed and in the distant future 
an instant color tape recording 
system is due to he incor- 
porated. The latter will enable 
a TV picture to be reshown within 
ten-seconds after it is received in 
the central switching area. 

NNMC-TV will be operating on 
an experimental and evaluation 
basis to determine the value and 
place of TV in medical and dental 
fields. A large part of the tele- 
vision activity will be devoted to 
adopting standard TV equipment 
to clinical uses and needs. 

In addition to instructional pro- 
grams the project will explore the 
use of TV in observing patients, 
study its uses in X-ray and explore 
the use of TV for microscopic work 
by use of a color TV system. By 
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means of television it will be pos- 
sible to do X-ray studies, i.e., GI 
series, etc., with a lower power 
and thus expose patients to a 
smaller amount of radiation. An 
X-ray sensitive tube used with the 
X-ray machine, under low power, 
will enable the Roentgenologist to 
read on a screen in a lighted room. 
In will eliminate the necessity for 
dark adaptation processes. In mic- 
roscopic work, by the use of a 
color TV system, it will be possible 
to see cellular structure, not now 
visible to the human eye by stand- 
ard techniques. 

It is anticipated that routine use 
of the NNMC-TV system will be 
in full operation by September of 
this year. In the interim experi- 
mental instructional programs will 
be shown throughout the center to 
study and solve any technical 
problems and to enable the per- 
sonnel assigned to TV Project to 
familiarize themselves with the 
equipment and its use. Casual 
visitors and Center personnel will 
soon be seeing some of these pro- 
grams on the viewing monitor in 
the NNMC auditorium.

These amounts are cumulative and represent the maximum increase 
an individual may be paid over the amount he received prior to the date 
the bill would be signed into law. At the beginning of the fourth year, 
difference remaining to obtain the full authorized rate would be 

added. 

This phase-in, which includes the field-grade “active-duty supple- 
ment" not counted for retirement, will allow the services time, the DOD 
said, to introduce certain management improvements — now under study 
__to assure that those receiving large increases are carefully screened 

and selected. 

Years of service for computing base pay also would be “frozen” on 
the effective date of the act to avoid inequities and inconsistencies which 
would otherwise arise from promotions during the phase-in period. 

RESERVE OFFICER RETENTION PROVISION 


The reserve officer retention plan, incorporated in the new legisla- 
tion. was introduced in the House (HR-7473) by the Defense Department 
during the last Congressional session. 

This bill would award two months severance pay for other than 
medical, dental and veterinary officers, for each month of continuous 
active duty beyond two years commissioned service upon involuntary 
separation after serving a minimum of four years. 

Other stipulations in the bill, which would amend the Career Com- 
■ pensation Act, are: 

• Those holding higher temporary grades would be required to 
compute pay on active-duty time-in-grade. 

• Step-in-grade increases would not be automatic but would be con- 
tingent upon satisfactory performance of duty as verified by commanders. 

• A total break in service longer than three months would void 
previous time-in-grade eligibility for pay purposes. 

• Retirement pay of officers during the four year phase-in would 
ne computed on the rate at the time of leaving the service. 

• Supplemental pay to O-5's through O-8's would not be considered 
for retirement, severance, readjustment payments or accumulated leave. 

• Hazard and doctor and dental differentials would continue as ad- 
ditional pay. 

• Quarters allowances for grades E-8 and E-9 would be the same as 
now authorized for E-4’s and above. 

• Saved pay clauses would protect anyone from taking a cut.

Theobald, 
All Navy Champion 

Fast with his hands, fleet of foot, 
and carrying dynamite in either of 
his fists is this month’s Sports Per- 
sonality, Charles D. Theobald. DT3 
of the Dental School Command. 

The flashy pugilist is the current 
holder of the Navy’s 156 pound 
crown and with this goes the title, 
“All Navy Champion”. 

While onboard the U.S.S. Ticon- 
deroga (CVA-14) for duty, Theo- 
bald trained and fought his way to 
membership on the AirLant Box- 
ing Team, which consisted of per- 
sonnel based at Naval Air Stations 
and those aboard AirLant ships in 
the Norfolk, Virginia area 

Traveling to Rhode Island in 
February 1957 the team partici- 
pated in the Atlantic Fleet Cham- 
pionship Fights and in this event 
Theobald annexed the Atlantic 
Fleet Light-Middleweight Cham- 
pionship. 

The next step up the pugilistic 
ladder of fame in service compe- 
tition was achieved when Theobald 
garnered the All Navy Crown in 
March 1957. Fighting in “All Ser- 
vice” matches in the same month. 



Theobald almost obtained the pin- 
nacle but emerged on the short 
end of a split decision in the final 
bout of the tournament. 

Born in Hayward, Wisconsin, 
“Chief" Theobald u r as raised on an 
Indian Reservation in Lac de 
Flambeau, Wisconsin. The nick- 
name “Chief” has been acquired 
since his entry into the Navy, and 
stems from his Chippewa ancestry. 

One of the things that never 
ceases to amaze the “Chief" is the 
tourists, and even naval person- 
nel’s, misconception of life on an 
Indian Reservation. 

“It is like any typical small- 
towm found throughout the United 
States. It has its own stores, busi- 
nesses and entertainment”, said 
Theobald. 

Elaborating further, the “Chief” 
said, “One of the best advantages 
of life there is the privilege of 
hunting and fishing at any time of 
the year without a license being 
necessary”. 

An ardent enthusiast of both 
sports, the “Chief” leans towards 
fishing, more than hunting, with 
winter fishing through the ice pre- 
ferred. 

Theobald’s fistic career began in 
1951 at Marshfield, Wisconsin, when 
at the age of 15 he entered his first 
Golden Gloves competition. Fight- 
ing in the 118 pound division, he 
"a s disqualified after winning the 
first bout because he was underage. 

Returning to the Gloves contests 
in 1952 in the 135 pound class, 
Theobald lost in the Central Wis- 
consin Regional finals by a deci- 
sion. This loss was avenged the 
following year when he won the 
regional crown. His last Golden 
Gloves bouts before entering the 
Navy were in 1954 and 1955 when 
he won the regionals in the 147 
pound class and lost out in the 
Wisconsin finals each year by de- 
cision. 

T heobald’s overall fistic record 
is 18 wins and 4 losses with 8 of 
his wins coming via the KO route.

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XXMC Captures MAISAC Cage 

U. S. Satellite Details Explained; Armed Forces 
Teamwork Praised by Project Scientist 


Washington (AFPS) — As the work of his head and hands spun around the earth, Dr. Wernher von Braun, who put the first U. S. satellite 
into space, cited interservice cooperation in the achievement. 

Dr. von Braun, chief of development operations in the Army Ballistic Missile Agency, said shortly after the American moon had rocketed 
into the heavens that “teamwork” and “close cooperation” among the services had led to the feat. 

Even after long hours of explaining the details of the country’s latest entry in the space age, Dr. von Braun was smiling pleasantly. 

While he spoke, the 30.8 pound satellite named Explorer, was beaming scientific data back to the United States on what space travelers 
* could expect to find up there. 

» The Explorer itself is an 80-inch-long cylinder. Two small radio transmitters in the forward part were sending back information. The 
r total weight. of the electronic gear was 11 pounds. 

a One transmitter "was sending data on the skin temperature of the rear area of the sattelite, internal temperature, micro-meteorite impact 

&1 and cosmic ray count. 

A low-power transmitter was sending similar information on the forward area. 
pD . The low-power transmitter was expected to transmit data for two to three months; the high-power for two weeks. 

The forward section of the satelite was striped with a coating of aluminum oxide, which is expected to keep the temperatures in a range 
where the instruments inside will be protected. 

The Explorer also is picking up information on the rate and density of meteor dust in space. A wire grid attached to the satellite is checking 
on the abrasive effect of this dust. 

Geologists, through s udying the path of the baby moon, hope to find seme precise method of measuring the distances between continents. The

geologists believe that continents 
drift a few feet each year, but 
until now there has been no meth- 
od for establishing this as fact. 

The satellite, which was carried 
into blacknes of space by an Army 
Jupiter-C rocket fired from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., was a joint under-

ROUTE OF THE BILL 

Here is the route the new De- 
fense Department pay legislation 
must follow across Capitol Hill to 
become law: 

Bill introduced in Congress on 
Jan. 14 by Chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Proposal is referred to a House 
Armed Services subcommittee for 
study and initial hearings on the 
measure. 

Subcommittee reports findings to 
full Armed Services Committee. 

House Armed Services Commit- 
tee reports favorably with any 
recommendations for amendment 
to House of Representatives. 

If passed on the floor of the 
House, bill is sent to Senate for 
consideration by Senate Armed 
Services Committee. Again favor- 
ably reported out of committee, 
either as submitted by House or 
amended, legislation is sent to 
Senate floor for a vote. 

When passed by Senate, bill is 
sent to White House for President’s 
signature. 

On signing by President, new 
pay bill could become effective on 
one of two dates. First increase 
could be paid either at beginning 
of next fiscal year (July 1, 1958) 
or first month after the legislation 
is law.

Navymen Must Pay 
State Income Taxes 

Monthly payroll deduet l0r 
serve to remind most NavyrZ? 
that Federal income tax day i* ^ 
far away. Federal law requUJ 
every citizen with an income# 
$600 or more to file a return 
April 15. 

What many servicemen overlook 
however, is state income tax 

Members of the Armed Fore* 
are not excused from paying 
income tax simply because th*, 
arc on active duty. Some stat* 
exclude service pay from state j n . 
come tax, but a tax return 
still have to be filed. 

The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Ciri 
Relic'f Act of 1940 protects a s#. 
viccman from taxation by mo* 
than one state. It prevents a -tali 
from imposing income tax on mill- 
tary pay if your residence in th* 
state is solely because of military 
assignment. Servicemen must 
however, abide by the laws of 
their state of official residence, 
that is, the permanent home state 
given in the service record. 

Income from a part-time job 
must be reported in most case, 
and many states have a regular 
“non-resident” income tax font ^ 
for that purpose. All income earn I 
ed by a serviceman’s wife is sub I 
ject to taxation in the state is 
which it is earned. 

Owning property in a state 
er than your home state, does po - 
make the property owner a resi- 
dent of that state. If the proper: 
is purchased to provide a honv 
while on a regular tour of duly 
the provisions of the Soldiers' 
Sailors’ Civil Relief Act woilli 
apply, and the home owner wotil 
only have to abide by the tax lar 
of his home state. If the propefc 
is later rented, however, incaax 
from such rental would be sufafll 
to local income tax. 

The important thing to reman- 
ber is that no law excuses sereo 
personnel from the responsibiife 
of filing and paying state inane 
tax. BUSANDA Instruction 581 
10, distributed in mid-Januan 
outlines individual state incflfc 
tax requirements. j

EDITORIAL 

This is the story of Navy Lieutenant George Jeffries. The story of 
a few brief moments in his life. 

On February 22, 1954, Jeffries’ F6F became crippled over Lake 
Charles, a city of 50,000 people in Louisiana. Twice after his engine 
failed he was warned to bail out. Twice he refused for fear his plane 
would crash among the people, instead of into the abandoned rice canal 

where he rode it to a flaming death. 

His last words to the tower were: “I want to get away from this 
thickly populated area.” As the Associated Press reported: “He suc- 
ceeded . . . and died.” Another Navy Lieutenant in the squadron put 
Jeffries’ whole life into a few words when he said: "He was that kind of 

g U y.” 

You have to believe in people to do something like that. You have 
to believe that men and women and kids are really worth something, not 
just a bunch of chemicals, or machines, or numbers, or members of the 
masses, or slaves of the state. You have to believe people are worth 
living for, and fighting for, and working for, and dying for. Every 
Navyman worth his salt does believe these thinks, and he is in there 
every day doing his job because he believes them, and because he be- 
lieves that the Navy and the Nation are in business to preserve these 

beliefs for every last one of us.

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In 400 B.C. Lactus, the son of 
Hygeia, while cutting stink-weeds 
from the walks of his father’s gar- 
den. hit upon an idea for the im- 
provization of the first practical 
baby bottle. He theorized that if 
one were to surgically remove the 
udder from a freshly butchered bov- 
itran, soak it in salt solutions until 
three days after the first full moon, 
and tan it with acids and rays of Sol, 
he could fill it with a formula con- 
sisting of mother s milk, colliemat, 
bovitran milk, sugar and spices 
from the East, olive oil from the 
land of Bootalia, and a pinch of 
Maccka Root to suit the taste. Fur- 
ther, he could tie the top of the 
bag w'ith plain hemp, and in the 
hands of an infant, it would serve 
as a nourishing device, thereby re- 
leasing the mother from her time 
consuming nursing duties. This 
then, would provide additional time 
for the mother and make possible 
her attendance to the famous, 
“Green Turtle Soup Socials”, on 
which ancient social protocal was 
so firmly based. Lactus did exact- 
ly this — and even more, for his dis- 
covery initiated a chain reaction 
of events, the like of which the 
world has never known.

ory of constitutional somatotypes.

Philadelphia and Childrens Hos- 
pital, Boston, Mass. During this 
period he was also a member of a 
medical team which went to Sau- 
dia Arabia for a visit to the late 
King Ibn Saud.

The Wa Wa bird, rarest of all 
surviving avian species, and quite 
naturally the only Wa Wa bird 
in existence recently had occas- 
ion to visit NNMC in the official 
execution of his office. His na- 
tural habitat is the frozen, artic 
tundra and he likes the extereme 
northern latitudes because his fav- 
orite pass-time is to sit, perched, 
in the topmost limbs of the Yana- 
tu-et-tra tree, direct his long, 
sharp, Vandyde bearded, conical 
shaped, beak towards outer space 
and let go with his blood curdling, 
mating call, Wa-wa-a-a-a, Wa- 
wa-a-a-a-a-a. When one first 
experiences this call, it is fearful 
to say the least. When, however, 
one realizes the call of the Wa Wa 
is simply his method of searching 
for a suitable female Wa Wa mate, 
and that there is none in existence, 
it becomes a rather sad call, and 
we are sympathetic with the poor, 
old Wa Wa. If the Wa Wa would 
only go with some other eligible 
bird he would have a lot more 
time for some of his other duties, 
but the fact is, that he is, a one 
woman Wa Wa man Wa Wa bird. 

Actually, save for innate images 
which operate as “flashbacks”, the 
Wa Wa never had a mate and the 
images he has of a mate are in 
reality those of his ancestors, the 
Wa birds . . . not true Wa Wa’s 
at all. You see when the Wa Wa 
evolved as a species he was an 
only son. The gestation period of 
the Wa birds was somewhere 
around two thousand years, (no 
person really knows), during 
which both parents hibernate in 
the trunk of ine Yana-tu-et-tra 
tree. While the Wa Wa’s parents 
were hibernating, other forms of 
life were progressing and there 
evolved a new and deadly virus 
to all Wa birds. It appears that 
since they had no physical con- 
tact with the virus they had ac- 
quired no antibodies against it. 
Therefore when the Wa birds 
came out of hibernation they were 
immediately overwhelmed with a 
new stress to which all succombed, 
with the exception of the new Wa 
Wa. The new species, Wa Wa, 
went into the well known matu- 
rational hibernation period im- 
mediately after hatching in the 
same Yana-tu-et-tra tree for an- 
other two thousand years, and 
when he finally arose, the virus 
had mutated and was no longer 
a threat to any species. This be- 
ing the real reason for the exist- 
ence of such a rare, single mem- 
ber of the species.

as much as 100 days at times. 
There are other times, however, 
when he runs behind schedule be- 
cause of his procrastination and 
vacillation. Fathers, mothers, doc- 
tors, nurses, and taxi cab drivers 
have all developed gray hairs as 
a result of the stork’s erratic be- 
havior.

"Then To Now" 



May 13, 1958 marks a half-century of service and progress for the 
Navy Nurse Corps. An Act of Congress established the Nurse Corps 
of the U. S. Navy in 1908. 

Tonight at 1900 the Navy Nurse Corps will celebrate its Golden 
Anniversary with a reception at the Commissioned Officers Mess 
(Open). All officers of the various corps of the Medical Department 
have been invited to this gala affair. 

The need for nurses in the Navy was recognized as early as 1811. 
The Secretary of the Navy commissioned Dr. William Paul Crillon Bar- 
ton, a young Navy Surgeon, who later became first Chief of the Navy’s 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, to submit his recommendations for 
“conducting hospitals and institutions for the sick , He wrote in part, 

“The nurses, whose number should 

be proportionate to the extent of 
the hospital and number of pa- 
tients, should be women of hu- 
mane disposition and tender man- 
ners; active and healthy . . .” 

During the war between the 
states the needs of the sick were 
tended to by Nuns of a nursing 
sisterhood on board a confiscated 
Confederate Steamer. The Spanish - 
American War in 1898 found 
nurses employed on a contract 
basis to meet the nursing needs 
in certain Naval facilities. 

In 1902 and again in 1904 bills 
were introduced into Congress re- 
commending the establishment of 
a Nurse Corps but were not 
passed. When Congress passed 
the bill in May 1908 establishing 
the Nurse Corps, it established the 
strength as one superintendent and 
as many chief nurses, staff nurses 
and reserve nurses as necessary. 


On August 8, 1908 Esther Voor- 
hees Hasson was appointed first 
superintendent of the newly es- 
tablished Nurse Corps. By Octo- 
ber, the first twenty nurses, who 
later came to be called the “Orig- 
inal Twenty”, had reported to the 
U. S. Naval Hospital. Washington. 
D. C., for orientation and duty. 

As the strength of the Navy in- 
creased or ebbed, so also did the 
strength of the Nurse Corps. One 
year after its inception, the Corps 
doubled in strength; by 1909 a to- 
tal of 44 were enrolled.

At the outbreak of World War 
I the total enrollment of regular, 
reserve and reserve force nurses 
was 466. This number was in- 
creased to 1.386 at the end of hos- 
tilities with nurses serving at the 
Navy’s base hospitals in England, 
Ii eland, Scotland, and FYance. 
Some were loaned to Army field 
units in France as well. 

During the program of disarma- 
ment following World War I, the 
Nurse Corps, as all military groups 
was considerably reduced. On July 
1, 1938 it consisted of 427 mem- 
bers. 



Early Outs for EM Slated After July 1 


Early outs of one month for 
enlisted personnel whose normal 
enlistment expires after July 1 
have been ok’d by Washington. 

Personnel may be retained, if 
they so desire, for the duration of 
their normal tour. Men on duty 
in outfits overseas may be retained 
until return to U.S.; also men be- 


ing transferred to the fleet re 
serve or retired list. 

The one month early out is be- 
ing offered to make room for a 
maximum number of the high 
quality recruits” who are usually 
available during June, July and 
August. 


During World War II the Nurse 
Corps reached a peak strength of 
11,086 members including members 
of both regular and reserve corps 
on active duty. Navy nurses with- 
in the continental limits were as- 
signed to 40 naval hospitals, 176 
dispensaries and 6 hospital ships, 
in air evacuation of casualties and 
to foreign lands where American 
women had never before been 
seen.

Highlights 


In 1910 the first members of the 
corps saw foreign duty in the Phil- 
ippines and later at Guam, Hono- 
lulu, Yokohama, Samoa, Virgin 
Islands and Cuba. 

First nurses regularly assigned 
to transport duty reported aboard 
the U.S.S. George Washington in 
December 1918. 

In August 1920 the first Navy 
nurses to serve aboard a hospital 
ship reported aboard the U.S.S. 
Relief. 

Sue S. Dauser was appointed su- 
perintendent in January 1939 ant K 
later became the first woman to 
wear the four gold stripes of a 
captain in the U. S. Navy. 

On December 7, 1941 the Japan- 
ese attacked and captured Guam. 
Five nurses were taken prisoners 
of war and sent to a military pris- 
on at Zentusji, Japan. In August 
1942 they were returned to the 
United States aboard the exchange 
ship, Gripsholm. 

On January 6. 1942 eleven nurses 
were captured by the Japanese at 
Manila and interned at Santo To- 
mas. They were later moved to 


Los Banos, Philippine Islands. 
They survived 37 months as pris- 
oners of war and were liberated 
in 1945. 

In November 1944 the destroyer 
U.S.S. Higbee, first combat ship 
to be named for a woman of the 
service, was launched at Bath, 
Maine, in honor of Lenah S. Hig- 
bee, second superintendent of the 
Nurse Corps.

4-Year Plan Set 
On Navy E-8, 9 

Washington (AFPS) — The Navy 
has announced plans to appoint 
half of the E-9’s and 75 per cent 
of the E-8’s, which would be au- 
thorized under pending legislation, 
over the next four years. 

The new military pay bill pro- 
vides a maximum of one per cent 
of the total strength in each serv- 
ice to be upgraded to E-9 and two 
per cent to E-8. 

Initial planning for these pay 
grades, the Navy said, is based on 
.5 per cent for the top supergrade 
and 1.5 per cent for the lower, 
phased over the four years, to 
avoid a "hump” period. 

Expansion of the present high- 
est grade eventually will readjust 
CPO strength to: E-7, 75 per cent; 
E-8, 19 per cent; E-9, six per cent. 

The Navy said E-8 and E-9 bil- 
lets will be distributed in all rates 
in proportion to the number of 
petty officers in each rating. Only 
those who have permanent E-7 
appointments will be considered. 

The bill requires six months in 
the E-8 grade before moving to 
E-9.

Pay Bill Signed By 
President; Raises 
Effective June 1 

FLASH . . . President Dwight D 
Eisenhower signed into law, on 
Tuesday, May 20, 1958, the bill au- 
thorizing pay increases to mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces with 
over two year’s service. 

Washington (AFPS) — A Senate- 
House Conference has reported 
out the final version of the mili- 
tary pay bill that will give most 
members of the Armed Forces in- 
creases in pay, (see cut below) 

The legislation went to the Pres- 
ident after a quick revote by Con- 
gress, substantially following the 
Senate-revised basic pay scales. 

In addition to higher basic rates, 
the bill provides proficiency pay 
for enlisted grades as recommend- 
ed by the House and responsibili- 
ty pay for officers, written in by 
the upper chamber. 

Allowances for quarters, subsis- 
tence, hazardous duty and special 
pay are unchanged and are in ad- 
dition to the amounts reflected in 
the new pay table. 

HR 11470, now a clean bill, also 
raises the monthly checks of most 
currently retired personnel by six 
per cent.

He stopped his car and 
took his personal first aid kit to 
the scene where he immediately 
took command of the situation and 
with personal safety in mind he 
proceeded to the side of the in- 
jured man. who was suffering from 
skull fractures and internal injur- 
ies. 

By his immediate application of 
first aid. the bleeding was con- 
trolled and the patient was ready 
for transportation as soon as the 
ambulance arrived on the scene. 

For his outstanding act of hero- 
ism, Mr. Younkins was awarded 
the Dr. Howard M. Bubert Award 
from the Maryland State Ambu- 
lance and Rescue Association.

Medicare Patients To 
Pay For Drugs July 1st 

Washington (AFPS) — Military 
dependents, after July 1, will be 
required to pay for orally admin- 
istered drugs prescribed by civil- 
ian physicians under the Medicare 
Program, the Defense Department 
has announced. 

The new policy, which princi- 
pally affects a small percentage of 
maternity patients, prohibits drugs 
dispensed by a doctor or furnished 
by a civilian pharmacy from being 
charged to Medicare bills for 
Armed Forces families receiving 
medical attention outside military 
facilities. 

Such Medicare patients, howev- 
er, may continue to obtain medi- 
cine from pharmacies of the uni- 
formed services upon prescription 
of a civilian physician if the items 
are available, the Defense Depart- 
ment said. 

The policy of furnishing drugs 
for dependents confined in civilian 
hospitals remains unchanged.

DOD Heads Explain Reorganization Plan 

Washington (AFPS)— Both President Eisenhower and Secretary of 
Defense Neil H. McElroy have emphatically declared that the Defense 
Department reorganization plan does not include abolition of the tradi- 
tional Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 

Both leaders have also stated repeatedly that the plan does not call 
for a single chief of staff. The present Joint Chiefs of Staff, said Mr 
McElroy recently, "will continue to serve as a corporate body as staff 
assisting the Secretary of Defense and advising the President." 

General Nathan F Twining, Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
has joined the President and Defense Secretary in stressing that the re- 
organization will not result in a Prussian-German type military staff. 

Testifying before the House Armed Services Committee, Mr. McElroy 
stressed the importance of the closest possible cooperation between the 
Administration and Congress in revising the Defense Department 

He expressed the hope that "most of the concerns that have been 
expressed about the President’s proposals will disappear" as the various 
features of the legislation are discussed at length.

Personnel 
in pay grade E-8 will wear a rating 
badge consisting of the present 
chief petty officer’s rating badge 
with one star worn above the 
eagle’s head. Personnel in pay 
grade E-9 will wear a rating bade 
with two stars arranged horizon- 
tally above the eagle’s wings. 

This change will be promulgated 
in a future change to U. S. Navy 
Uniform regulations. 


House Votes To Raise 
MOH Winners Pension 

Washington (AFPS)— The House 
has passed and sent to the Senate a 
bill to raise from $10 to $100 a 
month the special pension paid 
Medal of Honor heroes. 

The law now provides a pension 
of $10 monthly to Medal of Honor 
holders at age 65. 

In addition to increasing the 
amount to $100, the proposed legis- 
lation would drop the age require- 
ment and make the pension payable 
to anyone holding the nation s 
highest military award. 


DC Celebrates Its 
46th Anniversary 

Rear Admiral Ralph W. Malone, 
Head of the Navy’s Dental Service, 
announced that the Navy Dental 
Corps will commemorate the 46th 
anniversary of its establishment on 
August 22nd. On that date in 1912, 
President William Howard Taft 
signed into law the Naval Appro- 
priation Act which included a pro- 
vision for appointing “not more 
than thirty assistant dental sur- 
geons . .. to serve professionally 

the personnel of the Naval Ser- 
vice.” 

This infant Corps of thirty has 
grown to the present active duty 
strength of approximately 1,700 
dental officers who are assisted by 
3,300 enlisted dental technicians 
and 70 Dental Service Warrant Of- 
ficers and Medical Service Corps 
Officers. This dental care team 
provides treatment for the men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps in 400 
dental facilities throughout the 
world. 

Rear Admiral Malone stated that 
the Navy Dental Service had rea- 
son to be proud of its accomplish- 
ments during the past year when 
approximately 8 million dental 
treatment and diagnostic proced- 
ures were provided for the per- 
sonnel of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. In addition, the Dental Ser- 
vice met the need to provide rou- 
tine dental care for military depen- 
dents in overseas bases as author- 
ized by the 1956 Dependents’ Med- 
ical Care Law. 

Admiral Malone emphasized that 
the accomplishments of the Navy 
Dental Service during the past 
year were due to the skill, loyalty, 
and teamwork of all Navy dental 
personnel. He said that he looks 
forward to a continuation next year 
of the improvement in the effec- 
tiveness of the Navy Dental Ser- 
vice which has marked its first 46 
years. 

Navy Research Unit 

Washington (AFPS) — The Navy 
plans to build a new 1,500-acre, 
$60 million radio research observa- 
tory at Sugar Grove, W. Va. 

To be known as the Naval Radio 
Research Observatory, it will be 
the home of a giant radio telescope 
used in receiving electronic emis- 
sions from outer space, the Navy 
said. 

When completed, the new obser- 
vatory will be one of the foremost 
scientific tools available for the 
study of outer space and the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

The facility also is expected to 
aid research into the curvature and 
magnetics of the earth itself.

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Fishermen Attention! 

Thermometer Offers 
Cure For Bad Luck 

Although it may sound strange, 
scientific-minded fishermen are 
taking thermometers along on their 
lake fishing expeditions to record 
the water temperature at various 
levels. This, they claim, takes a 
lot of the guess work out of finding 
how deep to fish. 

In the middle of summer, most 
lakes form into layers of water. 
The bottom layer, or hypolimnion, 
is cold and oftentimes has insuffi- 
cient oxygen for fish life. This 
layer has a fairly uniform temper- 
ature from top to bottom. 

The top layer, or epilimnion, is 
warm and also has a uniform tem- 
perature from the surface to the 
bottom of the layer. It generally 
has enough oxygen for fish life, but 
is apt to be deserted by fish because 
of the high temperature. 

Between these two layers is the 
thermocline, the place you want to 
place your bait. This area varies 
in thickness from a few inches to a 
great many feet and the tempera- 
ture is graduated from high at the 
top to lower at the bottom. 

As this middle layer of water has 
plenty of oxygen and generally the 
best water temperature for fish, it 
is the best place to try your favorite 
lures or bait. Drop a thermometer 
on a line and when you find the 
depth with the varying tempera- 
tures, you’ve found the best fishing. 

In spring and fall, this method 
will not work as the water temper- 
ature tends to be even throughout.

Other answers: Save and invest 
more while in service; Study busi- 
ness management and administra- 
tion; Make contacts with civilians 
while in service; Get into a tech- 
nical service; Become silent part- 
ner in business; Buy home while 
on active duty; Study languages.

versary on August 31, 1958, the only Bureau still retaining its original 
name as established by Congress in 1842. The history and traditions of 
the Navy Medical Department, however, began with the history of our 


country. 

In 1821 the first site for a Navy hospital was acquired in Washing- 


ton. D. C. This was followed by the 
purchase of other sites; Chelsea. 
Massachusetts, in 1823; Brooklyn, 
New York, in 1824; Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania in 1826; and Norfolk, 
Virginia began early in 1827 

Surgeon William Paul Crillon 
Barton was selected as the first 
Chief of the Bureau by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and was appointed 
by President Tyler, the 10th Presi- 
dent of the United States 

Rear Admiral Bartholomew W 
Hogan, present Surgeon General of 
the Navy and Chief of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery was ap- 
pointed to office by President Eisen- 
hower on February 15, 1955. 

Wartime achievements of Navy 
medicine have been numerous and 
remarkable. During the Korean 
Conflict and World War II, out of 
every 100 men wounded. 98 recov- 
ered, in contrast with the exper- 
ience of World War I when only 
90 recovered out of every 100 
wounded Prior to World War I 
one-half or more of all wounded 
men had died as a result of their 
injuries. The use of antibiotics, 
new anesthetics and preserved 
blood and its derivatives, the wear- 
ing of armored protective clothing, 
the use of surgeons in combat areas 
as members of trained surgical 
teams, and the rapid transportation 
of the wounded by helicopter, were 
some of the important factors which 
contributed to the new low war 
time fatality figures. 

The peace time role of the Med- 
ical Department is fourfold: to sup- 
port the Navy's operating forces; 
to maintain a strong regular com- 
ponent within the Service; to train 
its regular corps and reserve mem- 
bers to an effective state of readi- 
ness; and to keep abreast of the 
technological advances made in 
medicine, science, and research and 
to disseminate such information for 
the benefit of both the military and 
civilian populations. 

In maintaining the health of the 
Navy and Marine Corps at all times 
and in all places, the Bureau is en- 
gaged in every field of medicine. 
Continuous studies and research by 
Navy medical facilities provide in- 
formation on exotic diseases still 
existent in remote parts of the 
world, as well as on the latest ad- 
vances in atomic medicine The 
first nuclear reactor ever to be in- 
stalled in a hospital solely for med- 
ical use was dedicated last year at 
the U. S. Naval Hospital, National 
Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, 
Maryland. 

Now that human travel into 
space is coming closer to reality, 
the Bureau has provided for the 
coordination, operation, and orderly 
development of programs in astro- 


nautical medicine, including biolog- 
ical and human factors. With an 
enriched background of the natural 
sciences acquired by the stimuli of 
war and by peace time travel to 
foreign lands, the Navy has con- 
tributed much to the health of the 
Nation and to its industrial prog- 
ress. 

Among the significant achieve- 
ments in specialized fiields of med- 
icine developed or furthered by the 
Navy and adopted for use by the 
public are tissue and bone bank 
procedures for preserving arteries, 
skin, cartilage and bone for future 
use in surgery; prosthetic devices 
such as the plastic glove for artifi- 
cial hands, the above-knee and 
above-elbow artificial limbs and the 
acrylic eye; and other important 
accomplishments in aviation medi- 
cine, atomic medicine, underwater 
operations, dentistry, life in tropi- 
cal and frigid climates, environ- 
mental sanitation and preventive 
medicine. 

Since the days of the first Sur- 
geons and Surgeon’s Mates in the 
Colonial Navy, 116 years ago, the 
Medical Department and its per- 
sonnel have achieved a history oi 
which they can be justly proud. 
Through improved techniques, per- 
sonnel, equipment, supplies and fa- 
cilities, training, qualifications, and 
organization, their record of im- 
proving and maintaining the health 
of the Navy and of the Nation is 
one of continued progress.

Dear I)r Kreuz: 

Recently I was a patient in Ward 128 of the Bethesda Naval Hospi- 
tal. Based on that experience, this letter is to give you my personal 
views on the quality and exeni of the care available for the dependents 
of retired personnel. 


Generally speaking, it is not human nature to write when things 
have been pleasant; it is usually only when complaints are to be made 
that people will take the time and trouble to state their views. In this 
instance, however. I was so favorably impressed that I wish to express 
my appreciation for the excellent care and attention I received. 

I entered the hospital as an emergency patient on the morning of 
June 26. From the beginning, I did not feel as if I were on an “assembly 
line ” manned by personnel just doing a job. Instead, I felt that each 

one from the corpsmen to surgeons — took warm interest in me as a 

human being, and each person's competence in his or her field kept in- 
creasing my confidence in Bethesda. 


In particular, I would like to mention setreral staff members whose 
performance of duty seemed well above even the high standards that 
are normal at Bethesda. They were: 1) the well-trained, quiet-spoken, 
and gentle corpsman whose skill made blood-drawing painless, 2) the 
male x-ray technician ( rather slight in build) who went to much trouble 
to get a “ standing up” x-ray of my abdomen with the least possible pain 
to me 3) the anesthetist who made a spinal no worse than being stuck 
slightly with a pin; 4) Miss Price, bless her, the nurse who found time 
to do many little “extra” things voluntarily for the patients— and always 
ivith such' a heart-warming smile; and 5) the surgical interns who so 


competently operated on me (Dr Daum). 

The entire staff was not only efficient but thoughtful and kind, and 
each one with whom I came in contact added something to my feeling 
that the Naval Hospital at Bethesda is a facility in which the Navy can 
take great pride Its service, care, and diet are far superior to the civil- 
ian facilities in the area (and I speak from experience).

Defense Chief 
Urges Larger 
Service Vote 

Washington (AFPS) — Designa- 

tion of the period September 15-22 
as "Armed Forces Voters Week 
was suggested to the governors of 
each of the states and territories by 
Secretary of Defense Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy as a means of encouraging 
members of the Armed Forces to 
exercise their voting rights. 

Describing the purpose of the 
absentee voting program — to pro- 
mote greater participation in free 
government on local, state and na- 
tional levels — Secretary McElroy 
said: “We need assistance in re- 
minding parents and wives to 
write to their sons and husbands 
overseas, telling them of local is- 
sues and candidates, and urging 
them to take part according to their 
political convictions, in the com- 
ing elections.” 

The Secretary added: "We also 
need much attention directed to the 
service families in this country who 
are away from their home states. 
We believe,” he continued, “that 
through uniformity of effort and 
through the support and coopera- 
tion of patriotic citizens in every 
state, we can promote greater par- 
ticipation in the coming election.” 

In a memorandum to the secre- 
taries of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, Mr. McElroy last month 
requested that all military com- 
mands “seek to develop and sus- 
tain a positive degree of interest 
in this year’s servicemen’s voting 
program, giving proper emphasis 
on all levels to counselling of per- 
sonnel and providing adequate in- 
formation pertaining to the voting 
laws of each state.” 

It is estimated that the Federal 
Voting Assistance Program covers 
approximately 2.6 million persons, 
of whom nearly 2.5 million are 
servicemen of voting age, wives 
of servicemen overseas, wives of 
servicemen outside the states where 
they vote, and dependents of serv- 
icemen overseas and outside of the 
states where they vote.

ADM Hogan Holds 
Med iea l Con ference 

The Surgeon General of the 
Navy, Rear Admiral Bartholomew 
W. Hogan, Medical Corps, U.S.

First Nuclear Nursing Course Initiated 
By Navy Medical Department At NNMC

“Nuclear Nursing,” an entirely 
new phase in the professional edu- 
cation of military nurses, has be- 
gun for 12 Navy and two Air Force 
Nurse Corps officers at the Depart- 
ment of Nuclear Medicine, U. S. 
Naval Medical School, National 
Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, 
Maryland. 

Established by the Navy’s Medi- 
cal- Department, the new course 
of instruction convened on Sep- 
tember 2, 1958, and is the first in 
the nuclear field ever to be offered 
nurses in the United States. 

"Nuclear nursing” is a frontier 
of study originated and developed 
by far-sighted Naval medical and 
nursing personnel and is further 
certainty of the Navy’s progress 
in the field of nuclear medicine. 
This program also shows added 
evidence of the new horizons in 
scientific fields of study created 
by the “nuclear age.” 

The course was planned because 
of (1) in medicine, the field of 
radiostopes is rapidly expanding 
and developing and requires 
“nursing participation’’; and (2) 
in Ihe fleet, the advancement in 
the Navy’s nuclear power pro- 
gram demands “nursing readi- 
ness.” 

The curriculum for the four- 
month course includes instruc- 
tion in the principles underlying 
radioisotope therapy and proce- 
dures for the care of mass casual- 
ties as they relate to medical di- 
agnosis, treatment, and nursing 
care of patients. 

The course is under the direc- 
tion of Captain E. Richard King 
Medical Corps, U.S. Navy, the Di- 
rector of the Medical School’s De- 
partment of Nuclear Medicine. He 
is assisted by two Navy Nurse 
Corps officers, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Lenore Simon, Head of 
Ihe Division of Nuclear Nursing, 


and her assistant. Lieutenant Sa- 
rah C. McGinniss. 

Following completion of the 
program on December 19, 1958, 
the Navy Nurse Corps officers will 
be assigned to Naval Hospitals in 
clinical radioisotope laboratories, 
metabolic research units, and oth- 
er allied disciplines. Their know- 
ledge gained in the field of nu- 
clear nursing will serve to broad- 
en the scope of information to 
nursing service personnel through 
well planned interservice pro- 
grams. The Air Force nurses will 
be assigned by their respective 
commands. 

At the official opening ceremony 
of the initial class, Captain Calvin 
B. Galloway, Medical Corps, U.S. 
Navy, Commanding Officer of the 
Medical School, spoke briefly and 
introduced the guests of honor, 
who included Captain Ruth A. 
Houghton, NC, USN. Director of 
the Navy Nurse Corps, and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Ethel Kovach, NC, 
U.S. Air Force, Deputy Chief of 
the Air Force Nurse Corps. Other- 
guests present were Commander 
Ruth Erickson, NC, USN, Chief of 
Nursing Service at the Bethesda 
Naval Hospital, and Commander 
Vera Thompson, NC, USN, Head 
cf the Standards and Training 
Section, Nursing Division, Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery.

A CLUE TO CONFIDENT LIVING 

A father was once walking over a board bridge with his small son 
when the boy became strangely quiet. He moved closer to his daddy. 
Then the little hand went out toward the bigger hand, and the bigger 
hand held it. 

The man was secretly amused by the timidity of the child, for the 
two of them had walked over this bridge several times before and the 
lad had felt no fear. But now, he noticed that the boy was staring 
through the rather wide cracks between the boards.

Special Advisory Committee Recommends 
Dental Care For Military Dependents 

Washington (AFPS>— Dental care for dependents o( servicemen has 
been recommended to The Office For Dependents’ Medical Carl by a 
tP* * ' n,l| l advisoi ,s committee. 1 he committee's report submitted to 
Dr Frank Berry, assistant Secretary of Defense (Health and Medical), 
is the result of an extensive survey which began on April 24, 1957.

Enlisted Scientific 
Education Program 

Navy and Marine Corps candi- 
dates for next year’s Enlisted 
Scientific Education Program are 
scheduled to take an examination 
December 1, 1958. Applicant 

deadline is 15 October for the 
course leading to a bachelor of 
science degree and a commission 
in the Navy or Marine Corps. 
BuPers Instruction 1510. 69C ap- 
plies. 

As one of the Navy’s prime 
career incentives, the new En- 
listed Scientific Education Pro- 
gram, kicks off this fall with 
135 selectees scheduled to seek 
bachelor of science degrees in the 
physical sciences, mathematics and 
engineering, and commissions in 
the Navy. 

Under the program designed to 
accommodate as many as 500 stu- 
dents a year, the four college years 
will count as normal tour of shore 
duty for the 95 Navy and 40 Ma- 
rine Corps men chosen this year 
to attend 19 U. S. colleges and 
universities. Selection of the 135 
was made by a board consisting 
of Naval and Marine Corps offi- 
cers and civilians experienced in 
the field of education. 


BuPers to Screen 
Over 20-Y r. Men 

Enlisted men in some crowded 
rates will have to make a formal 
request to the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel via their respective 
commanding officers for continua- 
tion of active duty with over 20 
years active service. 

To permit the orderly advance- 
ment of junior petty officers, Bu- 
Pers Instruction 1133.12 states the 
rates to be screened as: 

BMC. TMC, CMC, FTC. MNC, 
IMC, OMC, YNC, PNC, CSC, 
MMC, ENC, BTO, PMC, MLC, 
ADC, AOC, ABC. AMC, PHC, 
HMC, DTC, and SDC. 

According to the Instruction, 
commanding officers will limit 
Verms of reenlistment, extension, 
or active duty agreements so that 
contracts will expire prior to com- 
pletion of 22 years active duty to 
personnel who are approaching 20 
years active service. 

On the other hand, personnel 
who desire to continue on active 
duty and will have completed ov- 
er 20 years active service, or will 
have reached their expiration of 
active-obligated service date dur- 
ing the period July 1, 1959, to 
June 30, 1960, must have their re- 
quests in BuPers prior to Febru- 
ary 15, 1959. Requests must be 
submitted on the Enlisted Eval- 
uation Report (NavPers 1339) and 
term of service should be speci- 
fied. Personnel whose enlistments 
expire after June 30. 1960, come 
under this same rule except that 
requests must arrive in BuPers 
not later than February 15 pre- 
ceding the fiscal year in which 
active-obligated service expires. 

Selection for continuance of 
service will be dependent upon 
the individual’s performance and 
qualifications. 


were circulated to Army, Navy, 
Air Force, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, US Public Health Service, 
and Coast and Geodetic Survey 
personnel to determine: 

( 1 ) The feelings of commis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men 
concerning the present status of 
dependents dental care; and, 

(2) The type of dependents 
denticare program that officers 
and enlisted men wished to have 
for their dependents. 

Highlights of the committee’s 
findings were reported as follows: 

‘‘Comprehensive dental care is 
an integral part of basic health 
care and essential to health main- 
tenance. 

“The lack of a dental care pro- 
vision is considered the primary 
defect of the Medicare Program. 

“Dependents dental care is one 
of several important factors con- 
sidered by enlisted personnel at 
the time of reenlistment decisions. 

“A sound dental care program 
for dependents of uniformed serv- 
ice personnel can be developed 
and administered. 

“Facilities for fiscal administra- 
tion of a dental care program are 
available. 

“The establishment of a sound 
dental care program for depen- 
dents of uniformed service per- 
sonnel will require additional stat- 
utory authority.” 

The committee said it believed 
the amount of dental care to be 
provided for dependents in dental 
facilities of the uniformed serv- 
ices should be limited “by the 
availability of space and facilities, 
and the capabilities of the dental 
staff.” 

In this respect, the committee 
said it thought the determination 
made by the dental officer in 
charge of a uniformed service den- 
tal facility should be conclusive. 

The committee said that “where 
the dental officer has determined 
that treatment of dependents 
would interfere with the treat- 
ment of members of the uni- 
formed forces, the choice should 
be Limited to civilian denial facil- 
ities.” 

“Based on these limitations,” the 
committee added, “the dependents 
should have free choice of uni- 
formed service facilities or civil- 
ian facilities for dental care.”

CDR Erickson 
went to Nagasaki for the process- 
ing of Japanese prisoners, and saw 
the results of the bombing. Also, 
while aboard the Haven, she re- 
turned to Pearl Harbor after hos- 
tilities ceased. 

CDR Erickson entered the Navv 
in 1936 at the U S. Naval Hos- 
pital, San Diego, California, and 
has had service at Farragut.

Board of Admirals 


Selects New Chiefs 


The field will be interested in 
knowing how the Director of the 
Nurse Corps and the Chief of the 
Medical Service Corps were se- 
lected for their present assign- 
ments. 


A Committee of Admirals was 
appointed by the Surgeon General 
to screen the records and recom- 
mend four names for consideration 
of these positions. The Surgeon 
General then sent to the field a 
personal private letter giving these 
four names to the Admirals of the 
Medical Department requesting 
them to designate the person they 
felt best fitted in all respects to 
head these two important Corps 
of the Medical Department. The 
former Director of the Nurse 
Corps and the Chief of the Medi- 
cal Service Corps also were invited 
to express their choice of a suc- 
cessor. When the results were 
tabulated it was found that No. 1 
choice in one of the Corps received 
12 votes, No. 2 choice received 3 
votes. In the other Corps the No. 
1 choice received 9 votes, No. 2 
received 4 votes and No. 3 received 
1 vote. One or two Admirals were 
not available for comment at the 


time the letters were sent out. 


The Surgeon General and the 
Secretary of the Navy were very 
pleased with this method of se- 
lection particularly because each 
Admiral had given in most in- 
stances a detailed justification for 
the selection he recommended. 


The Surgeon General feels quite 
confident that Captain R. A. 
Houghton, NC, U.S. Navy, and 
Captain L. J. Elsasser, MSC, U.S. 
Navy, will fully measure up to the 
confidence expressed by the over- 
whelming majority of the Admi- 
rals in their ability to head their 
respective Corps.

Pro Pay For E-7’s 
To Begin in Nov. 


First Medical Service Corps Chief 
Captain Willard C. Calkins Retires 


More than 19,000 E-4 through 
E-7 petty officers in the Navy will 
start receiving proficiency pay — 
amounting to $30-a-month extra 
income — as the result of fall ex- 
aminations, the Navy announced 
this week. 

Navymen in 29 “critical special- 
ties whose technical knowledge 
and duty performance are consid- 
ered “outstanding” will receive 
the remaining 15 percent. 

About 2,900 E-7s are slated for 
proficiency pay as the result of 
August examinations. Some 1,400 
successful E-7s will start receiving 
their extra pay November 16, and 
another 1,400-plus on January 16, 
respectively. 

E-4 through E-6 pro pay will 
be effective January 16 to candi- 
dates selected as the result of No- 
vember ’58 exams. 

“Once recommended by their 
commanding officers, petty officers 
thus eligible for pro pay examina- 
tions should be sure to TAKE the 
exam,” emphasized Rear Admiral 
M. E. Dornin, USN, Assistant Chief 
of Naval Personnel for Plans. 

“Like the registered voter who 
fails to cast his ballot, the C.O.- 
recommended petty officer loses 
his ‘voice’ — highly possible pro pay 
in this case — if he fails to take the 
test,” Admiral Dornin concluded. 

An up-to-the-minute breakdown 
of the BuPers pro pay program 
showed that the $30-a-month addi- 
tional pay in fiscal ’59 will go to 
2,937 E-7s, 4,502 E-6s, 5,285 E-5s, 
and 6,851 E-4s, or to a total of 
19,575 E-4 through E-7 petty of- 
ficers. The Bureau estimates that 
by the end of the fourth year of 
pro pay 80,000 men and women in 
the Navy — or 15 percent of all 
Navy enlisted personnel — will be 
recipients of the extra pay. 

The Bureau of Naval Personnel 
further stresses that successful 
candidates for pro pay must re- 
qualify annually in order to con- 
tinue receiving the added stipend. 

In the Navy’s category of critical 
specialties, whose members will 
receive 85 percent of all pro pay- 
ments, are: 

ET, AT, FT, AQ, GS. NW, GF, 
AC, RD. RM, SO, CT, TD, EM, AE, 
IC, OM, MM, EN, AM, MR, DM, 
SV, PH. PT, AG, QM, SM, and JO. 

Navy rates scheduled to receive 
15 percent of all pro pay by reason 
of individual’s “outstanding effec- 
tiveness” include: 

CE, AO, TM, GM, MN, IM, BT, 
BR, AD, CM. HM, DT. DC, SF, ML, 
BU, SW, UT, CD, PM, PR. LI, BM, 
AB, YN, PN, SK, AK, MA, DK, 
CS, SD. SH, and MU.

Captain Willard C. Calkins, first Chief of the Navy Medical Service 
Corps, retired on October 1, 1958, after four years in office and more 
than thirty-nine years of active naval service. At a ceremony in his 
office yesterday, Rear Admiral Bartholomew W. Hogan, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy, presented a letter of appreciation to Captain Calkins 
for his many years of outstanding service to the Navy Medical De- 
partment. 


A letter of appreciation from the 
Honorable Thomas S. Gates, Jr., 
Secretary of the Navy, and a Cer- 
tificate of Merit from the Surgeon 
General of the Navy were given 
to the outgoing Medical Service 
Chief at a reception in his honor 
Saturday evening at the Commis- 
sioned Officers Mess at Bethesda 
National Naval Medical Center. 
More than 500 fellow Medical De- 
partment officers and their ladies 
attended the reception which also 
welcomed aboard Captain Leo J. 
Elsasser as his successor. 


Captain Calkins, 56, was born 
in New Haven, Connecticut. He 
enlisted in the Navy at Syracuse, 
New York, on April 9, 1919, as a 
hospital apprentice, second class. 
Advancing rapidly through the 
ranks, he was appointed a Warrant 
Pharmacist in October 1929. Twen- 
ty-seven years old. he was, at the 
time, the youngest man ever per- 
manently appointed to that grade. 
In 1942 he was promoted to Lieu- 
tenant, junior grade in the Hospi- 
tal Corps. He was commissioned 
in the Medical Service Corps fol- 
lowing its establishment in 1947 
and rose to the rank of Captain 
on October 1. 1954, upon his ap- 
pointment as first chief of the 
Navy Medical Service Corps. 

As a hospital corpsman, Captain 
Calkins served in a number of 
ships and stations. From 1925 to 
1927 he was on duty in Haiti with 
the First Brigade, U.S. Marine 
Corps. 

During the 1930s, he gained 
i ecognition for his outstanding per- 
formance in all phases of medical 
supply and fiscal management 
while serving at the Naval Hospi- 


tals at Newport, Rhode Island; 
Mare Island, California; Pearl 
Harbor, T.H.; and on the USS 
Relief. From 1936 to 1939 he was 
Procurement Officer of the Naval 
Medical Supply Depot, Brooklyn, 
New York. At the outbreak of 
World War II he was serving as 
Administrative Officer of the Na- 
val Hospital, Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. 

He participated in the Northern 
Solomons campaign and w a s 
awarded a Commendation Ribbon 
for his services as assistant to the 
Force Medical Officer on Admiral 
Halsey’s staff in the South Pacific 
from 1943 to 1945. 

In 1945 he was the first naval 
officer to be assigned to the Army 
Medical Purchasing Office i n 
Brooklyn. When the office be- 
came a joint Army-Navy agency, 
Captain Calkins, as catalog officer, 
pi epared the first medical depart- 
ment section of the Catalog of 
Navy Material. He later served 
as Surplus Property Officer of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
and was, from 1947 to 1953, As- 
sistant Comptroller of that bureau. 
At the time of his appointment to 
Chief of the Medical Service Corps 
he was Commanding Officer of the 
Naval School of Hospital Admin- 
istration, Bethesda, Maryland. 

In addition to being chief of the 
Navy’s youngest staff corps for the 
past four years, Captain Calkins 
was also Director of the Medical 
Service Corps Division in the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery, a 
principal advisor to the Surgeon 
General on administrative matters, 
and a member of many boards and

There are two prominent bodies of water in the Holy Land: the Sea 
of Galilee and the Dead Sea. They both bear the name of “Sea” but 
the similarity ends with that. 

For the Dead Sea is all that the name implies. It is in a region 
which seems to reek death. It is a salt lake in which little life can 
exist. There is vegetation on its shores only where fresh water springs 
feed it. 

The Sea of Galilee is fresh and sweet. The region around it is lush 
and green, fertile and rich. 

What accounts for the differences between these two bodies of water 
and the regions surrounding them? Why has the one become a symbol 
of life, the other a symbol of death? 

The Sea of Galilee does not hold the water which flows into it, but 
gives of itself, constantly feeding the Jordan River which in turn flows 
into the Dead Sea. The water stops there, for the Dead Sea hoards all 
that flows into it except the water lost by evaporation. 

There is a parable here that is worth thinking about. Our lives can 
either be unfruitful like the Dead Sea or rich and alive like the Sea of 
Galilee, depending upon whether we are willing to give of ourselves — 
willing to be of service to others — willing to share the good things that 
we have both in a material and in a spiritual sense. We have such an 
opportunity to share our good things in the current “United Givers 
Fund,” an opportunity to give that others might be helped. 

If the love of God has flowed into our lives we must surely feel the 
necessity of passing on some of our blessings to others, gladly and gen- 
erously. 

If we do give of ourselves, we can remain like the Sea of Galilee — 
alive and growing. If we do not, we may very well find our lives and 
even our very faith becoming bitter and dead — like the other of the two 
seas of the Holy Land.

G.L Insurance 
Notv Convertible 

Washington (AFPS) — Previous- 
ly non-convertible term GI insur- 
ance will soon be convertible, the 
Veterans Administration has an- 
nounced. 

The new policy, to begin next 
January, will affect more than 
685,000 Korean Conflict veterans. 

A new statute will provide the 
thousands of "RS” policy holders 
(RS preceding the policy number 
identifies policies affected) with 
three options: 

1. To convert their RS term 
policies to permanent plans of GI 
insurance. 

2. To exchange their RS term 
policies for a “limited convertible” 
term policy carrying a lower pre- 
mium rate, but which— after Sept. 
1, 1960 — cannot be renewed by 
persons who have passed their 
50th birthday. 

3. To keep their RS term pol- 
icies at the currently established 
premium rates, which increase ev- 
ery five years. 

Wave CPO’s Don 
Officer-Type Blues 

Washington (AFPS) — Wave 
chief petty officers have been given 
pci mission lo wcur thiG dsrk nnvy 
blue officer-type uniform instead 
of the standard issue now worn by 
all enlisted Waves. 

The change, approved by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Thomas S. Gates, 
Jr., will be reflected in future uni- 
form regulations. 

Enlisted women who advance in 
rating to chief petty officer after 
Sept. 1, 1958, will be provided a 
special initial clothing allowance 
of $200 to buy the new uniforms. 

The Navy said there will be a 
transition period before the dark 
navy uniforms become mandatory 
for all Wave chief petty officers. 


Early Discharges 
Are Canceled 

Washington (AFPS) — The Navy 
has canceled blanket early dis- 
charges for enlisted personnel. 

Early separations of one or two 
months had been authorized, under 
Navy instructions, to achieve re- 
quired strength goals. 

Navy officials cited “increased 
operational commitments” as the 
reason for discontinuing these 
early discharges. 

Not affected by this change are 
enlisted personnel already trans- 
ferred for separation or whose 
separation processing has ad- 
vanced to the point that a hard- 
ship would result if it were ter- 
minated. 

The Navy still authorizes early 
discharges for personnel planning 
to attend college, as outlined in 
BuPers Inst. 1910.12B.

“An idea can be a powerful, yet 
pitifully useless without purpose.” 
This adage applies heavily to our 
Navy and to a career in the Navy. 

On 27 October 1775, The Con- 
tinental Congress of the United 
States conceived a bill providing 
for the creation and establishment 
of a fleet to protect the lives of 
a young and struggling nation. 
Subsequently, when the Constitu- 
tion was finally ratified twelve 
years later. Congress was author- 
ized “to provide and maintain a 
Navy.” Sundry and several dif- 
fering policies, disputes and mis- 
understandings between govern- 
ments on several occasions since 
that Congressional session have 
proved vigilance to be the price 
of peace . . . your peace, and 
mine. Consequently, the impor- 
tance of that peace steadily showed 
seapower supremacy becomes nec- 
essary to every freedom-loving 
land. Today, to quote the Presi- 
dent of Navy League, John J. 
Bergen, “twenty military installa- 
tions on all areas of the globe are 
standing by ‘on the ready’ should 
any possible hurricane force start 
to prevail over sovereign minori- 
ties or against our own island pos- 
sessions.” 

From that humble beginning, on 
this day 183 years ago, the United 
States Navy has arisen the fore- 
runner in global seapower and 
the “greatest guardian” against the 
winds of war among all nations. 
It is, indeed, hardly useless. 

To sum the amount of times 
Waves are asked why women join 
the service, or more specifically, 
“Why did you join the Navy?”, 
admittedly a typical question put 
to us — especially by sailors, would 
be impossible. A women’s peace- 
time Naval career can be paral- 
leled with the Navy’s vintage of 
growth. She idead to serve, vol- 
unteered, and embarked upon a 
four-year project. The genuine 
patriotic partnership with and in 
the Navy is not conjured out of 
air. Writings about the United 
States Navy, such as Lovette’s 
book, “Naval Customs, Traditions, 
and Usage” and the “All Hands” 
periodical prove that this organiza- 
tion cannot be catagorized outside 
itself. The account of the Battle 
at Leyte Gulf and sailor’s ship- 
board slang in this issue of Holiday 
Magazine supplies a sense of pride 
in our fighting force as well as 
entertaining, humorous reading. 
Current news and movies suggests 
the scope of our Naval organiza- 
tion, whereas the recent report in 
Navy Magazine about our Center 
assures us a personal membership. 
The attachment and informal fond- 
ness for Uncle Sam’s Navy comes 
out of the realization that is aptly 
fulfilling its purpose. 

This is not to pretend that we 
are eccentric “soul-searchers as 
was Jonathan Edwards who wrote, 
at the age of ten, a flame and fire 
treatise on the subject of man’s 
purpose.

For proof that beneficial sugges- 
tions pay off try this “fish story” 
for size. 

At the Navy Underwater Sound 
Reference Laboratory in Orlando, 
Fla., the fish there are quite a prob- 
lem. These creatures are not par- 
ticularly noisy by above-the-water 
standards, but in a placid lake 
their grunts, whistles, and gnash- 
ings can seriously interfere with 
the tests and development of un- 
derwater sound gear. The Lab- 
oratory’s engineers tried every 
method they could think of — repel- 
ant chemicals, electric shockers, 
ultra - high - frequency emitters — 
but none of them kept the curious 
fish at a respectful distance. 

That is, until a man who likes to 
fish during the noon hours came 
along with a beneficial suggestion 
and licked the problem. He punch- 
ed a few holes in a can of cat food 
and suspended it in the lake at 
some distance from the test pier. 
The fish were attracted to the cat 
food and away from the sound 
gear. Not only that, the lunch- 
time fisherman — by dropping his 
line near the cat food — has boost- 
ed his catch from a meager four 
or five a day to between 20 and 30.

Senior EM lo Gel 
Increased Shipping 
Weight Allowance 

Washington (AFPS) — Recent 
changes to Joint Travel Regula- 
tions have increased the shipping 
weight allowances granted enlist- 
ed men in pay grades E-8 and E-9. 

The changes, effective Feb. 1, 
allow E-8s a 6,500-pound allowance 
on a permanent change of station 
and 500 pounds for a temporary 
move. The new allowances for 
E-9s are 7,000 pounds and 600 
pounds. 

Enlisted men in pay grade E-7 
are still entitled to a 6,000-pound 
allowance on a permanent change 
of station and 400 pounds on tem- 
porary duty orders.

DOD May Authorize 
Boost In Pro Pay 

Washington (AFPS) — The De- 
fense Department may authorize 
the services to make 5,000 incen- 
tive awards of $60 a month in bud- 
geting for an additional 80,00 pro- 
ficiency payments for the Armed 
Forces in Fiscal Year 1960. 

The retention program, launched 
only last November, is just now 
getting into full swing to award 
$30 a month in first-step pro pay 
to a similar number of enlisted 
personnel — primarily in specific 
critical skills — prior to next June 
30. 

The services, however, already 
have been asked to submit plans 
to the Secretary of Defense for the 
second round of P-1 awards in the 
coming fiscal year and limited to 
those who have received the initial 
$30 in extra pay for over six 
months. 

As in the FY 1959 program, a 
Defense official said, most of the 
P-1 and P-2 pay for the period 
ending June 30, 1960, will be in 
skills where higher retention rates 
are desired and with 15 per cent 
or less going to personnel who have 
demonstrated outstanding effec- 
tiveness in military specialties oth- 
er than those considered critical.

The new two-year term will extend Admiral Hogan s tenure ol 
office as Head of the Navy Medical Department to Feb. 16, 1961.

Chief Bouman is a veteran of 18 
years service in the U. S. Navy. 
Ilis wartime service included a tour 
of duty in the South Pacific during 
World War II with the “Fighting 
Seabees.” In 1949 the Chief was 
affiliated with the CPO Club in 
Adak, Alaska, both as an employee 
and as a member of the Board of 
Governors. 

He is currently residing in Rock- 
ville, Maryland with his wife, the 
former Bcttie L. Jordan of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and their two children, 
Lawrence, 12, and Barbara, 3. 


Initially appointed in this capac- 
ity on February 15, 1955, for a four- 
year term, he was nominated for 
reappointment by President Eisen- 
hower on January 12, 1959. 

Admiral Hogan is the twenty- 
sixth Chief of the Navy’s Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery and the 
twenty-second to hold the title of 
Surgeon General. Admiral Hogan 
was born in West Quincy, Massa- 
chusetts, on January 29, 1901. He 
is the first native of Massachusetts 
to hold the office of Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy. The son of the 
late Thomas F. and Jennie (Toner) 
Hogan, he graduated from Boston 
College High School, Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts; had pre-medical in- 
struction at Boston College; and, 
in 1925, received the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine from Tufts College 
Medical School, Boston. While at- 
tending medical school he was 
awarded the Phi Lambda Kappa 
Medal for highest achievement. 

Appointed a Lieutenant, junior 
grade, in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy on June 6, 1925, Admiral 
Hogan was promoted to Rear Ad- 
miral on August 9, 1952, with rank 
to date from April 1, 1952. 

As a Commander during the ear- 
ly months of World War II, he 
served as Senior Medical Officer 
in the USS WASP, and was aboard 
that carrier when she was torpe- 
doed in South Pacific waters by a 
Japanese submarine on September 
15, 1942. Badly damaged by fires 
and explosions, and after all dam- 
age control had failed, the abandon 
ship order was given. For heroic 
service during this action, he was 
awarded the Silver Star Medal, 
and later the Navy and Marine 
Corps Medal while on board the 
destroyer, USS DUNCAN. 

Following World War II Admir- 
al Hogan commanded the l T .S. Nav- 
al Hospital, Bethesda, Maryland; 
the U. S. Naval Hospital, Mare Is- 
land, California; and the U. S. Nav- 
al Medical School, Bethesda, Mary- 
land. He served as Chief of Staff 
for Medical Matters to the Com- 
mander in Chief of Pacific areas at 
the end of the Korean War. 

In addition to the Silver Star 
Medal and the Navy and Marine 
Corps Medal, Admiral Hogan has 
the Purple Heart Medal; the Amer- 
ican Defense Service Medal with 
star; the American Campaign Med- 
al with two stars; the Asiatic-Paci- 
fic Campaign Medal with four en- 
gagement stars; the World War II 
Victory Medal; and the National 
Defense Service Medal. 

The author of many professional 
papei s, he is a Fellow of the Am—

can College of Physicians; and 
American Psychiatric Association; 
Diplomate of the American Board 
of Psychiatry and Neurology; a 
member of the American College 
of Hospital Administrators; a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the 
American Hospital Association; and 
a member of the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Medical As- 
sociation. He is an Examiner for 
the American Board of Psychiatry 
and Neurology and an Associate 
Professor of Psychiatry, George- 
town University School of Medi- 
cine, Washington, D. C. In 1945 
he received the Honorary Degree 
of Doctor of Laws from Mt. Saint 
Mary’s College, Emmitsburg, Mary- 
land and an Honorary Degree of 
Doctor of Laws from Vi llano va 
College in June 1954. In 1955 he 
received the Honorary Degree of 
Doctor of Science from Boston Col- 
lege and Tufts University, and an 
Honorary Degree of Doctor of Sci- 
ences from Marquette University 
in June, 1956. 

Admiral Hogan is a member of 
the Columbia University Club, New 
York City; the Army and Navy 
Club, Washington, I). C. and the 
Chevy Chase Club. Washington. l>. 
C. In February 1958 he was elec- 
ted President of the Army and 
Navy Club, the first medical officer 
ever to hold this position.

Maryland. It was here that Chief 
O’Bryant worked as a ward corps- 
man under a Ward Medical Officer 
who was destined to become the 
present Surgeon General of the 
Navy — RADM B. W. Hogan. MC, 
USN. It is said that Chief O’Bryant 
retains a vivid recollection of his 
first reprimand, from the then- 
LCDR Hogan, for forgetting a 
medication. 

Chief O’Bryant saw action with 
the 1st Marine Division and Naval 
Advance Bases during World War 
II. and later duty with Fleet Hospi- 
tal 105, where he was rated Chief 
in August 1944. 

After World War II he was sta- 
tioned at the U. S. Public Health 
Service Hospital, Fort Worth, 
Texas; U. S. Naval Hospital, Corpus 
Christi, Texas; and U. S. Naval 
Reserve Training Center, El Paso, 
Texas. During the Korean Police 
Action, he served in the U. S. S 
HAYNESWORTH, DD- 7 0 0 and 
later attended Environmental Sani- 
tation Technician School. 

Recently Chief O’Bryant com- 
pleted a three-year tour of duty 
in Preventive Medicine Unit Eight 
at \ okosuka, Japan. Alter his tour 
in Japan, he was transferred to the 
National Naval Medical Center 
where he is assigned to Special 
Services Division. 

In addition to the Presidential 
Unit Citation, Chief O’Bryant is 
authorized to wear the Good Con- 
(continued on page 4, col.

if we do not lose heart.” (Galations 6:9.)

CPO COLLAR DEVISE 

The Secretary of the Navy has 
authorized enlisted men in pay 
grades E-7, E-8, and E-9 to wear 
insignia on the collars of the khaki, 
blue flannel, and tropical shirts. 

The approved collar devices are 
identical to the presently authori- 
zed CPO cap device except they 
are 15/16 inch high and 9/16 inch 
wide. 

The new collar devices are now 
available in the Navy Exchange.

SecNa v Establishes 
Health Engineering 
L nit At NavMedCen 

A new Health Engineering unit 
was established by the Secretary 
of the Navy on January 1, 1959, 
as an activity under the manage- 
ment control of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. It is the 
newest command of the National 
Naval Medical Center, and is un- 
der the military command of the 
Center. 

It will be engaged in operation- 
al toxicity and health engineering 
problems pertaining to the fleet. 
The mission of the unit is describ- 
ed in SecNav Notice 5450 of 24 
December 1958, as follows: “To 
provide technical and specialized 
services in the fields of operational 
toxicology and health engineering 
as related to toxicity problems en- 
countered aboard ships and in the 
design and use of new weapon 
systems. Also, develop and pro- 
vide biological data necessary for 
determining permissable limits so 
that precautionary measures, con- 
ducive to good health practices, 
may be prescribed.” 

The objective will be to provide 
rapid, practical answers to toxicity 
problems. It will not engage in 
basic research. Although the unit 
will not be fully staffed and op- 
erative until August, two toxicity 
studies have already been com-

pleted on new paints to be substi- 
tuted for standard Navy paints 
aboard Fleet Ballistic Missile Sub- 
marines.

Our attitude toward lime is peculiar. On the one hand we speak 
and act as though wo were the busiest people in the whole wide world.

Stone Lake Recreation Center Will Open On May 1 



On June 15, 1953, a site bounded on the north and east by the golf 
fairways and number seven and eight holes, and on the south by the 
fairways of number nine hole of the NNMC Golf Course was picked for 
a recreation area. 

June 2, 1954, one year later, that area was opened officially by cere- 
monies held at the entrance of the roadway leading to the area. RADM 
Lamont Pugh, Medical Corps, U. S. Navy, who was then the Surgeon 
General of the Navy, was the guest speaker, and officiated at the dedica- 
tion of the area. 

Officially commissioned as the “Stone Lake Recreation Area” by 
RADM Pugh in honor of the man who realized the desire of having an 
activity of this sort here, and who did more than anyone in order to see 
that desire fullfilled was, RADM L. O. Stone, Medical Corps, U. S. Navy, 
who was the Commanding Officer, NNMC during that period. 

On May 1, 1959, six years later, it will be time once again for the 
opening of the Stone Lake Recreation Area. Over these past six years, 
the recreation area has been enjoyed by many thousands of the staff of 
NNMC and their families. It is hoped that the coming 1959 season will 
continue to bring summer relaxation and enjoyment for all NNMC staff 
and' their families. 

For the benefit of newcomers to the station to whom the Stone Lake 
Area maybe unknown a brief summary of its advantages and recreation- 
al features follows: For the use of outdoor cooking fans there are two 
large barbecues with free charcoal provided by the Special Services Ac- 
tivities. For the family picnic there are numerous picnic tables scattered 
throughout the area. 

For the nature lover the entire area is shadded by old and stately oaks, 
elms and pines, with beautifully landscaped paths and walks. At the 
center of this park-like area, like a bright jewel in the summer sun, is 
the beautiful man-made Stone Lake itself. Benches are placed stra- 
tegically about the lake for those who wish to gaze silently and medita- 
tively on the sun-shade spotted water. 

For the youngsters a playground with swings, see-saws and slide is 
ready and waiting for a season’s hard use. 

For the Sailors there are “Central Park" type rowboats to take their 
girls for the traditional row around the lake. 

While in the past both fishing and swimming have been permitted in 
the lake the feasibility of continuing these diversions in 1959 is still under 
study at this time. 

The grounds of the Stone Lake Area are cared for by the station 
Grounds Force under the direction of the Public Works Officer, Com- 
mander J. P. Pollock, CEC, USN, and supervised by Mr, G. M. Stant, 
Civilian Landscape Architect. The work of readying the area for this 
summer has been going on since early March. 

The supervision of the recreational features of Stone Lake is the re- 
sponsibility of the station Special Services Activities, headed by LTJG 

D. J. Snowden, MSC, USN with the invaluable assistance of HMC M B 
O’Bryant, USN. 


Navy Nurse Corps 
To Celebrate 51st 
Anniversary In May 

May 13, 1959 marks the 51st year 
of service and progress for the 
Navy Nurse Corps. An Act of 
Congress established the Nurse 
Corps of the U. S. Navy in 1908. 

A tea, as well as cake cutting 
ceremonies, will be held on May 
13th in the Nurses Quarters, Na- 
tional Naval Medical Center, and 
invitations will be extended to 
nursing schools and military and 
civilian hospitals in the area. 

The need for nurses in the Navy 
was recognized as early as 1811. 
The Secretary of the Navy com- 
missioned Dr. William Paul Cril- 
lon Barton, a young Navy Sur- 
geon, who later became the first 
Chief of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, to submit 
his recommendations for “conduct- 
ing hospitals and institutions for 
the sick.” He wrote in part, “The 
nurses, whose number should be 
proportionate to the extent of the 
hospital and number of patients, 
should be women of humane dis- 
position and tender manners; ac- 
tive and healthy . . .” 

In 1902 and again in 1904 bills 
were introduced into Congress 
recommending the establishment 
of a Nurse Corps but were not 
passed. When Congress passed the 
bill in May 1908 establishing the 
Nurse Corps, it established the 
strength as one superintendent and 
as many chief nurses, staff nurses 
and reserve nurses as necessary. 

On August 8. 1908 Esther Voor- 
hees Hasson was appointed first 
superintendent of the newly es- 
tablished Nurse Corps. By Octo- 
ber, the first twenty nurses, who 
later came to be called the “Origi- 
nal Twenty,” had reported to the 
U. S. Naval Hospital, Washington, 
D. C., for orientation and duty. 

During World War II the Nurse 
Corps reached a peak strength of 
11,086 members including mem- 


bers of both regular and reserve 
corps on active duly. Navy nurses 
within the continental limits were 
assigned to 40 naval hospitals, 176 
dispensaries and 6 hospital ships, 
in air evacuation of casualties and 
to foreign lands where American 
women had never before been 
seen.

Captain Robert O. Canada, MC, 
USN, recently relieved Captain 
John B. MacGregor, MC, USN, as 
Chief of Medicine of the U.S. Naval

Dr. Canada received his degree 
in medicine from the University 
of Virginia in 1937, and entered 
the Navy in August 1938.

Admiral Kreuz was born in Men- 
ominee, Mich., on October 10, 1904, 
the son of Frank P. and Clara 
(Holsbach) Kreuz and attended 
Marquette University, Milwaukee, 
W-isc., from 1924 to 1928, graduat- 
ing with the degree of Bachelor of 
Science. He studied Medicine at 
Northwestern University School of 
Medicine, receiving his degree of 
Doctor of Medicine in 1930. Com- 
missioned Lieutenant (junior 
grade) in the Medical Corps of the 
U. S. Navy on June 3, 1930, he 
subsequently advanced in rank to 
that of Rear Admiral to date from 
May 1, 1959. 

After a period of internship at the 
U. S. Naval Hospital, Great Lakes, 
111., he served successively from 
1931 to 1933 at the Naval Hospitals 
at Bremerton. Wash., and Canacao, 
P.I. He remained on station to 
serve on board ships of the Asiatic 
Fleet, the USS Black Hawk, in 
1933-1934; and the USS Bulmer, 
and USS Oahu, in 1934-1935. Be- 
fore his return to the U.S., he stu- 
died at the University of Vienna, 
Vienna, Austria, from March until 
August 1935, and received the 
Zeugnis in Orthopedic and General 
Surgery. Later that year he re- 
ported to the U.S. Naval Hospital, 
Philadelphia, Pa., where he re- 
mained on duty for four years as 
Chief of Orthopedic Surgery and 
Assistant in General Surgey. He 
was also on the teaching staff of 
the Graduate School of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in Ortho- 
pedic Surgery. 

From 1939 until 1941 he was at 
sea in the hospital ship, USS Relief, 
and during the early world war 
period he had a second tour of 
duty at the Naval Hospital, Phil- 


adelphia, Pa., as Chief of Ortho- 
pedic Surgery. In 1943 he served 
as Senior Medical Officer on the 
USS Washington and as Medical 
Officer for Commander Battleships 
Pacific. He vvas awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal “For meritor- 
ious achievement as Senior Medi- 
cal Officer serving on board the 
USS Washington, in connection 
with operations against enemy 
Japanese forces in the Pacific War 
Area from November 1943 to Feb- 
ruary 1945 . . 

When detached from the USS 
Washington late in 1945, he re- 
turned to the U. S„ where he 
served for a brief period in the 
newly organized Professional Di- 
vision of the Bureau of .Medicine 
and Surgery, Navy Department, 
Washington, D. C„ before taking 
over the Orthopedic Service at the 
U. S. Naval Hospital, National 
Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, 
Md„ until May 1948. While there 
he served as a member of various 
boards and committees, including 
the Committee on Artificial Limbs 
and Surgery Study Section of the 
U. S. Public Health. 

From June 1948 until June 1949, 
he received special instruction in 
Children’s Orthopedics. He stu- 
died at the Alfred I. DuPont In- 
stitute. Wilmington. Del.; the 
Shriners Hospital, Philadelphia. 
Pa.; the Children’s Hospital, Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.; and the Children’s 
Hospital, Boston, Mass. He then 
returned to Bethesda where he re- 
sumed his duties as Chief of the 
Orthopedic Service, until April. 
1951. During that period he had 
additional duty as a consultant in 
the Bureau of Medicine and Sur-

gery. While at Bcthesda he was 
head of a team of Navy doctors 
who developed a new method of 
preserving human bone for “bone 
banks” which would enable bones 
to be stored for as long as seven 
years — compared to the previously 
estimated one year limit. In April, 
1950, Admiral Kreuz was selected 
as the Orthopedic specialist on a 
team of doctors, who went on a 
special mission to Saudi Arabia 
to treat the late King Eben Saud. 

From May, 1951 until June, 1954, 
he was Chief of the Orthopedic 
Service, U.S. Naval Hospital, Oak- 
land, Calif. From Oakland he was 
ordered to the U.S. Naval Hospital, 
Great Lakes, 111., for duty as Ex- 
ecutive Officer and Chief of Ortho- 
pedies. In June, 1956 he reported 
on Guam, M.I., as Commanding 
Officer of the new Naval Hospital, 
and as Medical Officer for the 
Commander, Naval Forces Mari- 
anas. On December 13, 1957 he 
was ordered detached for duty as 
Commanding Officer, U.S. Naval 
Hospital, Bethesda, Md. 

In addition to the Bronze Star 
Medal, Admiral Kreuz has 'the 
American Defense Service Medal; 
American Campaign Medal; Asi- 
atic-Pacific Campaign Medal; 
World War II Victory Medal; and 
the National Defense Service Med- 
al. 

Admiral Kreuz is Certified by 
the American Board of Orthopedic 
Surgery; is a Fellow in the Ameri- 
can Academy of Orthopedic Sur- 
geons; a Fellow of the American 
College of Surgeons; a Fellow of 
the International College of Sur- 
geons; a Fellow of the American 
Society for the Surgery of Trauma; 
a Member of Ambulatory Frac- 
tures Association; and an Honorary 
Member of the Hollywood Medical 
Association. 

Doctor Kreuz is the originator of 
many articles on Orthopedic Sur- 
gery, and collaborated with Cap- 
tain Camille Shaar, MC, USN, 
(Ret.), in writing a book, “The 
Treatment of Fractures by Exter- 
nal Skeletal Fixation.” 

Admiral Kreuz is married to the 
former Miss Alice Anderson of 
Menominee, Mich.

Straight From The Horses Mouth 


Harry the Horse has a tip to all those Whitehats and Waves who have 
not completed high school. Here is an excellent chance to fulfill that 
hope for having that cherished piece of paper called a “diploma.” It is 
much simpler than one might think. Your I & E Office schedules USAFI 
General Educational Development Tests, or “GED” Tests as they are 
most commonly called, for all military personnel. All you need do is 
procure an NNMC Form 86 from your personnel office, complete the 
form and have it approved by your personnel officer. After the I & E 
Office has this request, you can take a high school level test or a first 
year college level test. Each evaluates your educational background 
and determines your standing in comparison with the average high 
school graduate or the average first year college student. The high 
school GED Battery contains tests covering the following five subject 
areas: Basic Grammar, Social Studies, Natural Sciences, Literature, and 
General Math. The college level GED Test closely compares with the

Some states will allow high schools to issue diplomas based on satisfac- 
torv completion of the High School GED Battery. Others will issue a 
certificate of equivalency stating that your educational background ts 
equivalent to that of a regular high school graduate. This certificate 
i, recognized by all branches of the Armed Forces for all military pur- 
poses and by most civilian agencies. If an examinee fads a test or 
tests, he is given six months to study and prepare to re-take the part

HMC (S) WRIGHT 

Although a native of Portland, 
Oregon (where he was born on 
October 9. 1920), Chief Wright 

moved with his family to Los 
Angeles, California, and Los 
Angeles has been "home” ever 
since. It was here on January 2, 
1942 that he entered the Navy. 
After completion of boot camp he 
was sent to the Hospital Corps 
School, San Diego. 

From Hospital Corps School, 
Chief Wright was detailed to the 
commissioning crew of the U. S. 
Naval Hospital, Corona, California. 
He was subsequently assigned to 
Marine Aviation during World War 
II at Guadalcanal, Munda, Bou- 
gainville, Saipan, Roi-Namur and

NNMC T. V. Seminar 
Attracts Medical 
A rid Dental Schools 

A Television Workshop Semi- 
nar was held at the National 
Naval Medical Center, Bethesda, 
Md., on the 15th and 16th of June. 
In attendance were representative 
of medical and dental schools 
throughout the United States 

This was the first attempt at such 
a meeting, but it is hoped that the 
results will provide guide lines for 
subsequent television seminars. 

The idea for the meeting arose 
last fall when representatives from 
a few medical and dental schools 
made inquiries as to whether they 
could come to the Naval Medical 
Center to observe the operation of 
the Television Projects Department 
in the use of television for instruc- 
tional purposes. 

A primary goal at the seminar 
was the exchange of ideas and ex- 
periences by those utilizing televi- 
sion for medical and dental instruc- 
tions. 

Another goal was that of de- 
monstrating and discussing the 
varied types of television systems 
presently available. 

Among the unique features of

How Do You Rate As 
A Petty Officer ?? 

So you wear the “crow” and 
chevrons of a Navy petty officer. 
Chances are you’re pretty proud 
of your rate. You should be; the 
Navy doesn’t hand out ratings like 
raffle prizes. 

But there’s a hooker attached 
to each pay grade jump. When you 
sew on the “crow” of a P.O., that’s 
exactly what the Navy expects 
you to be — a petty officer. Or, 
translated, the Navy expects you 
to be a leader. 

As machines and tasks in the 
modern Navy become increasingly 
complex, the Navy has placed more 
and more emphasis on leadership. 
The following check-list is taken 
from “Effective Naval Leadership.” 
NAVPERS 15913. There is always 
room for improvement. How do 
you measure up? Do you: 

(1) “Pass the buck” or do you 
accept responsibility for the per- 
formance of your men? 

(2) Know the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of your immediate 
superior and try to anticipate 
events? 

(3) Maintain an optimistic at- 
titude? 

(4) Avoid bursts of rage? 

(5) Share the dirty as well as 
the pleasant assignments? 

(6) Follow the chain of com- 
mand and require others to do the 
same? 

(7) Know your men’s rates, 
level of education, when each is 
due for advancement and how 
many are taking Navy Training 
Courses or Correspondence Cour- 
ses? 

(8) Have the right answer for 
your men or do you have to refer 
them to another person? 

How did you do? Perfect score? 
If not, think it over. It’s just pos- 
sible there is room for improve- 
ment. Remember, leadership is a 
full-time job for you, the Navy 
petty officers.

. . He was personnally awarded 
the Bronze Star Medal, with Com- 
bat “V” for his performance of 
duty in the same action. 

V Returning to the United States, 
he served until July 1945 in the 
Naval Medical Supply Depot, 
Brooklyn, New York, as Require- 
ments Officer for the Material Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, Navy Department. 
For his performance in this duty 
he was commended by the Surgeon 
General of the Navy. 

In March 1950, shortly after his 
detachment from Philadelphia, he 
assumed command of the Naval 
Hospital, Great Lakes. Illinois. He 
remained there until September 

1952, and the next month reported 
as District Medical Officer, FIRST 
Naval District, with headquarters 
in Boston, Massachusetts. In July 

1953, he became Assistant Chief of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery for Planning and Logistics, in 
which capacity he served until Oc- 
tober 1955. when he was assigned 
duty as Inspector General, Medi- 
cal Department Activities. On Au- 
gust 31, 1956, he was ordered de- 
tached from the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery and assigned duty 
as Commanding Officer, NNMC, 
Bethesda, Md. 


On June 25, 1959, Rear Admiral 
Bruce E. Bradley, Medical Corps, 
U.S. Navy, former Deputy and As- 
sistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, officially re- 
lieved Rear Admiral Thomas F. 
Cooper, Medical Corps, U.S. Navy, 
as Commanding Officer, National 
Naval Medical Center. 

Conducted in the approaches to 
the main entrance of Building 1, 
the colorful, traditional naval 
change of command ceremony was 
witnessed by a large gathering of 
military and civilian guests in- 
cluding Rear Admiral B. W Hogan, 
Surgeon General of the Navy and 
Rear Admiral W K Mendenhall, 
Commandant, Potomac River Nav- 
al Command. 

Following the Change of Com- 
mand ceremony, a brief ceremony 
was held honoring the retirement 
of Admiral Cooper. His retire- 
ment climaxed and terminated a 
career spanning thirty-five years 
in the Medical Corps of the U.S. 
Navy. Highlighting this ceremony 
was the presentation of a Certi- 
ficate of Merit to Admiral Cooper 
and the promotion to Vice Admi- 
ral, the rank at which he was re- 
tired. 

Admiral B. E. Bradley, in his 
address, paid tribute to the ad- 
vances in medical care and the 
support functions during Admiral 
Cooper’s tenure as Commanding 
Officer. Some of the highlights of 
this period were: 

The installation of tin* first 
Medical Nuclear Reactor to lie 
installed in a hospital solely 
for niedieal purposes on INo- 
vemher 15, 1957. 

The establishment of tin* 
Tissue Culture Luhorutory as 
part of the U.S. Naval Medical 
School Tissue Hank oil 13 
March 1958. 

Tin* first class in Nuclear 
Nursing convened on Septem- 
ber 3. 1958. and the second 
class graduated on July 2, 
1959. 


The establishment of the 
L . .S'. Navy Toxicology Unit by 
the Secretary of the Navy on 
January 1. 1959.

Bruce Emanuel Bradley was 

born on September 29, 1902, in 
Raleigh, North Carolina, son of 
the late William Harrison and 
Bessie Myrtle (Hicock) Bradley. 
He attended Woodrow Wilson High 
School in Portsmouth, Virginia, 
William and Mary College, W’il- 
liamsburg, Virginia, and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, at Charlottes- 
ville, receiving the degree of Doc- 
tor of Medicine from the latter in 
1926. He was commissioned Lieu- 
tenant (jg) in the Medical Corps 
of the U.S Navy immediately fol- 
lowing graduation, and through 
subsequent promotions attained 
the rank of Rear Admiral to date 
from July 1, 1954. 

Following internship and brief 
duty as a junior medical officer at 
the U.S. Naval Hospital, Chelsea, 
Massachusetts, he was assigned in 
June 1927 to the U.S. Naval Dis- 
pensary, Portsmouth, New Hamp- 
shire, where he served as a junior 
medical officer for three months. 
He then had similar duty in the 
Field with the Fifth Regiment, 
U.S. Marine Corps in Nicaragua, 
from December 1927 until Sep- 
tember 1929, and at the U.S. Naval 
Air Station, Lakehurst, New Jer- 
sey, for two years thereafter. He 
had graduate instruction at the 
U.S. Naval Medical School, Wash- 
ington, D.C., and Edgewood Arse- 
nal, Edgewood, Maryland, during 
the period September 1931 to June 
1932. 

Sea duty for seven months as 
Junior Medical Officer abroad the 
USS ROCHESTER, operating in 
Asiatic waters near Shanghai, 
China, was followed by his assign- 


ment to the dispensary of the L T .S. 
Navy Yard, Cavite, Philippine Is- 
lands, from April 1933 to January 
1934. He then joined the USS 
MINDANAO, flagship of Comman- 
der, South China Patrol, and serv- 
ed as Senior Medical Officer of that 
river gunboat until June 1935. 

Duty from July to December 
1942 at the Naval War College, 
Newport, was followed by three 
months service as Senior Medical 
Officer with Cub 4, advance base 
unit at New Orleans, Louisiana, 
and seventeen months service with 
Cub 9, on Bougainville Island, Sol- 
omon Islands. He was awarded 
the Legion of Merit For excep- 
tionally meritorious conduct . . . 
as Senior Medical Officer of an Ad- 
vanced Naval Base in the Solo- 
mon Islands Area, from Novem- 
ber 18. 1943, to October 9, 1944. . .” 

In October 1944 he reported as 
Medical Officer- in-Charge, Base 
Hospital No. 14, Finschhaven. New 
Guinea, where he remained for 
six months. When detached, he 
again returned to Washington, for 
further duty as Assistant Medical 
Officer at the Naval Dispensary, 
and in August 1945 was transferred 
to duty in the Planning Division 
of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, Navy Department 

From June 1953 he served us 
Commanding Officer, U.S. Naval 
Hospital. Oakland, Calif. In Jan- 
uary 1955 he was ordered to report 
for duty in the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, Navy Depart- 
ment. Washington, D.C., and on 
February 17. the same year, was 
designated Deputy and Assistant 
Chief of that Bureau.

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Robert James Hanavan was born 
on June 5, 1919, the son of Isabelle 
(Balthasar) and Raymond A Han- 
avan, in East Aurora, New York. 
He attended grade school there 
and graduated from Canisius High 
School in Buffalo. N.Y. Entering 
the naval service in January 
1937, he advanced through the en- 
listed hospital corps rates and was 
commissioned Ensign in the Med- 
ical Service Corps on October 5, 
1950. He has subsequently ad- 
vanced to the rank of Lieutenant, 
to date from 1 July. 1955. 

Upon entering the U.S. Navy, 
Lieutenant Hanavan was sent to 
Newport, R.I., where he underwent 
boot training", and then on to 
San Diego, Calif., where he grad- 
uated from the Hospital Corps 
School. He was successively as- 
signed to the U.S. Naval Hospitals 
at Mare Island. Calif., and Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. 

From July, 1940, to August. 1943, 
he served with the FIRST and 
FOURTH Marine Divisions, Fleet 
Marine Force, Pacific. During his 
tour of duty with the FIRST Ma- 
rine Division, he participated in the 
original landings at Guadalcanal 
during World War II. He then re- 
turned to the United States and 
was on duty at the U.S. Naval 
Hospital. Annapolis. Md. From 
there he was transferred to the 
Field Medicine Research Labora- 
tory at Camp Lejeune, N. C. 

In June. 1945, Lieutenant (then 
Warrant Officer, Hospital Corps) 
Hanavan was assigned to the U. S. 
Naval Operating Base on Okinawa, 
and from there he was assigned 
to Fleet Hospital No. 116. located 
on Okinawa. He again returned 
to the U.S. in August, 1946. and 
was ordered to the U.S. Naval Hos- 
pital, Philadelphia, Pa. From 
November, 1946. until his appoint- 
ment to Ensign in the Medical 
Service Corps in October, 1950, 
he served at the U.S. Naval Dispen- 
sary. Washington. D. C. 

After spending a year at the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 
Navy Department, Washington, D. 
C.. he attended schools at the Nav- 
al School of Justice at Newport, 
R.I., and the Naval School of Hos- 
pital Administration. National 
Naval Medical Center. Bethesda, 
Md. Upon completion of his train- 
ing at Bethesda, Lieutenant Hana- 
van had assignments at the U. S. 
Naval Hospital, Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, and the U. S. Naval Hospi- 
tal.

In June 1855, he was assigned as 
the Aide and Executive Assistant 
to the Deputy Surgeon General of 
the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery.

Herman Buford Tidwell was 

born in Ashland, Texas, on No- 
vember 13, 1907, son of William 
Robert and Elizabeth (Sansom) 
Tidwell. He attended Marshall 
(Texas) High School and in Sep- 
tember of 1924, enlisted in the 
U S. Navy. He received periodic 
promotions and on March 9, 1942 
was appointed Pharmacist, US. 
Navy. Commissioned Ensign, Hos- 
pital Corps, U.S. Navy on June 15, 
1942, he subsequently advanced in 
rank, attaining that of Commandei 
to date from January 1, 1955. He 
transferred from the Hospital 
Corps to the Medical Service Corps 
upon the establishment of that 
Corps on August 4, 1947. 

Following his enlistment in 1924, 
be had boot training at the Naval 
Training Station, San Diego, Cali- 
fornia and from November of that 
year until May 1925 attended the 
Hospital Corps Training School, 
Mare Island, he was assigned in 
December 1925 to the US.

NNMC Dedicated 17 Years Ago; 

Has Pioneered Many Developments 


The Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery celebrates it’s 117th an- 
niversary on August 31, 1959. It 

is also of interest to note that it 
was on this date, 17 years ago, that 
President Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt dedicated the National Naval 
Medical Center. 

The Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery is the only bureau which 
retains the original name as estab- 
lished by Congress in 1842. The 
history and traditions of the Navy 
Medical Department, however, be- 
gan with the history of our coun- 
try. 

In 1821 the first site for a Navy 
hospital was acquired in Washing- 
ton, D. C. This was followed by 
the purchase of other sites: Chel- 
sea, Mass., in 1823; Brooklyn, N. Y.. 
in 1824; Philadelphia, Pa., in 1826; 
and Norfolk, Va., began early in 
1827. 

Surgeon William Paul Crillon 
Barton was selected as the first 
Chief of the Bureau by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and was appoint- 
ed by President Tyler, the 10th 
President of the United States. 

Rear Admiral Bartholomew W 
Hogan, present Surgeon General of 
the Navy and Chief of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, was ap- 
pointed to office by President Eis- 
enhower on February 15, 1955, and 
has since been re-appointed for an 
additional two-year term. 

Wartime achievements of Navy 
medicine have been numerous and 
remarkable. During the Korean 
Conflict and World War II, out of 
every 100 men wounded, 98 re- 
covered, in contrast with the ex- 
perience of World War I when only 
90 recovered out of every 100 
wounded. Prior to World War I, 
one-half or more of all wounded 
men had died as a result of their 
injuries. The use of antibiotics, 
new anesthetics and preserved 
blood and its derivatives, the 
wearing of armored protective 
clothing, the use of surgeons in 
combat areas as members of train- 
ed surgical teams, and the rapid 
transportation of the wounded by 
helicopter, were some of the im- 
portant factors which contributed 
to the new low war time fatality 
figures. 

The peace time role of the Medi- 
cal Department is fourfold: to sup- 
port the Navy’s operating forces; 
to maintain a strong regular com- 
ponent within the Service; to train 
its regular corps and reserve mem- 
bers to an effective state of readi- 
ness; and to keep abreast of the 
technological advances made in 
medicine, science, and research 
and to disseminate such informa- 
tion for the benefit of both the 
military and civilian populations. 


In maintaining the health of the 
Navy and Marine Corps at all 
times and in all places, the Bureau 
is engaged in every field of medi- 
cine. Continuous studies and re- 
search by Navy medical facilities 
provide information on exotic di- 
seases still existent in remote parts 
of the world, as well as on the 
latest advances in atomic medi- 
cine. 

Now that human travel into 
space is coming closer to reality, 
the bureau has provided for the 
coordination, operation, and order- 
ly development of programs in 
astronautical medicine, including 
bioligical and human factors. With 
an enriched background of the na- 
tural sciences acquired by the sti- 
muli of war and by peace time 
travel to foreign lands, the Navy 
has contributed much to the health 
of the Nation and to its industrial 
progress. 

Among the significant achieve- 
ments in specialized fields of med- 
icine developed or furthered by 
the Navy and adopted for use by 
the public are tissue and bone 
bank procedures for preserving 
arteries, skin, cartilage and bone 
for future use in surgery; prosthe- 
tic devices such as the plastic glove 
for artificial hands, the above-knee 
and above-elbow artificial limbs 
and the acrylic eye; and other im- 
portant accomplishments in avia- 
tion medicine, atomic medicine, 
underwater operations, dentistry, 
life in tropical and frigid climates, 
environmental sanitation and pre- 
ventive medicine. 

In the 17 years since the dedi- 
cation of the National Naval Medi- 
cal Center, on August 31, 1942, 
many important advances have 
been made. 

Basically the mission of the Cen- 
ter, as set forth at its commission- 
ing. has remained the same; but 
in keeping pace with rapid tech- 
nological advances and the chang- 
ing concepts of modern warfare, 
the NNMC has pioneered many of 
the developments which expand 
the scope and philosophy of naval 
medicine. 

Among these developments was 
the installation of the first nuclear 
reactor ever to be installed in a 
hospital solely for medical use. 

The reactor was dedicated in 1957 
at the Naval Hospital, NNMC. 

In addition to pioneering new 
methods and techniques, work is 
constantly proceeding on elabora- 
tion and revision of the older but 
not obsolete methods. 

In this 17th year of the NNMC. 
there are no backward glances, 
only the steps forward to n e w 
challenges, new concepts, and new 
triumphs.

Dental Corps Observes 47th Year 
Notable Progress Achieved 


The U. S. Navy Dental Corps 
celebrated it’s 47th anniversary on 
August 22, 1959. It is of consider- 
able interest to note that the entire 
dental profession is looking back 
this year on a century of develop- 
ment and progress in the field of 
dental health. The U.S. Navy Den- 
tal Corps has made significant con- 
tributions to this development and 
progress. In many instances its ac- 
complishments in clinical practice, 
research, and teaching lead the 
dental profession. To cite ex- 
amples: the C. S. Navy Dental 
Corps pioneered training programs 
for Casualty Care during times of 
disaster; developed the original 
models of the dental air turbine 
and ultrasonic cutting devices; and 
the Dental Corps was the first to 
dcvelope professional extension 
courses in dental subjects. 

Prior to 1912, dentistry enjoyed 
little recognition in the Navy and 
most of the dental treatment was 
of a palliative nature limited to 
emergency treatment b y ship’s 
surgeons. 

The Act of 1912, which provided 
for the appointment of thirty as- 
sistant dental surgeons in the 
Navy, marked the successful ter- 
mination of intermittent efforts of 
more than half a century to pro- 
vide dental care for the Navy and 
Marine Corps. 

The next step in the develop- 
ment of the U. S. Navy Dental 
Corps came with the approval by 
Congress on August 29, 1916, of 
an act authorizing the President to 
appoint and commission, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, 
dental surgeons in the Navy at 
the rate of one for each one thou- 
sand of the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

The Navy Dental Corps has 
made amazing progress in the past 
47 years and has developed into a 
well-defined military-professional 
organization which administers its 
own programs of patient care, pro- 
fessional policies, planning, per- 
sonnel, material, training, and re- 
search. The U. S. Navy Dental 
Corps provides dental care in over 
350 facilities aboard ships and at 
shore bases throughout the world. 

The anniversary of the Navy 
Dental Corps was celebrated at the 
National Naval Medical Center by 
a traditional cake cutting cere- 
mony which was attended by staff 
officers of the U. S. Navy Dental 
School and their ladies, and by 
RADM Bruce E. Bradley, Com- 
manding Officer of NNMC, who 
was the guest of honor. A high- 
light of the program was a speech 
entitled “The Heritage of the Navy 
Dental Corps" given by CAPT E. 
G. F. Pollard. Commanding Officer 
of the U. S. Naval Dental School

One of the first jobs was replank- 
ing and as a means of raising funds, 
commemorative coins have been 
struck from thousands of old solid 
copper spikes from the ship’s deck.

CDR I. V. King, NMRI 
Retires After 30 Years 
Of Naval Service 

CDR I. V. King. MSC, USN, re- 
tired after more than 30 years of 
naval service in ceremonies at the 
Naval Medical Research Institute. 
His last duty was as Executive 
Assistant to the Commanding Of- 
ficer of NMRI. Prior to that, he 
had served as Administrative Of- 
ficer at NMRI since 1948, inter- 
rupted in 1953 by a two year tour 
as Administrative Officer at the 



Naval Hospital. Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. 

His two long tours at NMRI 
were not accidental but were the 
result of the recognition by his 
superiors of his ability to smooth 
the way for civilian and military 
scientists alike. His every action 
was aimed toward service and he 
had a unique ability to solve prob- 
lems stymied by administrative 
procedures. His academic training 
was not in science but he had a 
speaking acquaintance with a host 
of scientists and an understanding 
of the logistics of service far be- 
yond that of most administrators. 


Doctor F. P. Ellinger, Head. 
Pharmacological and Radiation 
Biology Division of NMRI. tells 
the following little known story 
which serves as a prime example 
of CDR King’s ability to grasp the 
intricacies in the administration 
of a research organization: 

"During one meeting in the past 
of NMRI's Library Committee, the 
question was raised whether one 
member of the Institute should 
have a subscription to a very spe- 
cialized journal. The objection 
was raised by the members of the 
Committee that he would be the 
only one interested in this particu- 
lar journal and it was seriously 
questioned whether, under these 
circumstances, the expenditure of 
approximately $12 00 annually was 
justified. At this point. CDR King, 
who was the Administrative Of- 
ficer and as such was sitting in on 
the meeting, asked for permission 
to make some comments, and put 
to the group the following ques- 
tion; "If the chemist should ask 
for one gram of a substance which 
would cost $12.00 for one experi- 
ment. the results of which he could 
not predict, would you refuse 
him the purchase of this one gram 
lor $12.00? ’ It was the consensus 
that, of course, the chemist would 
get his gram of substance. CDR 
King pointed out that this was no 
different from the proposition 
under discussion, and on the 
strength of his deduction the 
scientist in question got the sub- 
scription for his highly specialized 
journal.’’

Continuation Bill 

Passes Congress 


The Congress has enacted, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Presi- 
dent, legislation authorizing posi- 
tive action to deal with the hump 
in officer promotions described in 
the July 1958 Line Officer Person- 
nel Newsletter. It must be em- 
phasized that this legislation de- 
pends on the approval of the Pres- 
ident. In view of the importance 
of its provisions to officers affected 
this advance summary is furnished. 
The bill will permit selection op- 
portunity for Commanders and 
Lieutenant Commanders to be 
maintained at not less than the 
opportunity provided in Fiscal 
1959. The bill contains the follow- 
ing features of direct importance 
to Captains and Commanders: 

(a) Regular Navy Captains who 
are in their fifth or later year in 
grade will be considered for con- 
tinuation on the active list when 
in a zone established each year. 
Those selected for continuation 
will continue to serve as under 
present law and will not again be 
in a continuation zone. Those not 
selected will be retired on 30 June 
of the fiscal year in which con- 
sidered. 

(b) Commanders who have fail- 
ed selection for Captain at least 
twice will be considered for con- 
tinuation. Those continued will 
serve as under present law without 
any later hazard. Those not se- 
lected for continuation will retire 
on 30 June of the fiscal year in 
which they complete at least 20 
years commissioned service. 

(c) No officer of the Medical 
Corps, Dental Corps, Medical Serv- 
ice Corps, or Nurse Corps will be 
affected by the continuation pro- 
cess. 

(d) Boards for continuation will 
be identical in composition and 
procedures with selection boards 
for promotion. In addition to re- 
commending officers for continua- 
tion in the numbers prescribed by 
the Secretary, boards will report 
the names of any officers under 
consideration whose performance 
of duty would not warrant reten- 
tion if no limit oh continuation 
were set. 

(e) Officers who are considered 
but who fail to be continued in 
present grade and whose names 
are not reported as officers whose 
retention would not be warranted 
will receive a lump sum of two 
thousand dollars upon retirement 
subsequent to the approval of the 
board report, whether such retire- 
ment is on 30 June as required or 
voluntarily on an earlier date. 

(f) Retired pay will be computed 
as of the date of retirement but 
will not be less than fifty percent 
of active duty pay. 

(g) Protective features for mod- 
ifications of options under conting- 
ency option plans are included.

There is much concern these days about putting more policemen on 
the streets of New York, and Washington, and other places.

Commander Ruth A. Erickson, 
Nurse Corps, U. S. Navy, Chief of 
the Nursing Service, U. S. Naval 
Hospital, Bethesda, Md., was se- 
lected to the rank of Captain on 
September 30. 

A native of Virginia, Minnesota, 
CDR Erickson received her nurs- 
ing education at Methodist-Kahler 
School of Nursing in Rochester, 
Minnesota.

Navy Asks Eligible 
Enlisted to Apply 
For Flight School 

Washington (AFPS) — The Navy 
has re-emphasized the advantages 
and opportunities offered to quali- 
fied enlisted personnel under the 
Naval Aviation Cadet (NAVCAD) 
program. 

Leading to a commission and the 
position of a naval aviator, the 
program is open to eligible enlisted 
men on active duty with the Reg- 
ular Navy or the Navy Reserve. 

Candidates must be unmarried 
male U. S. citizens, between 18 and 
25 years old, and must have had 
at least one year of active duty 
immediately prior to submitting an 
application. Either one year’s 
credits at an accredited college, or 
its equivalent, is also required. The 
minimum acceptable GCT/ARI 
seore is 120, and 58 or better is 
needed on the MECH test. 

In asking qualified personnel to 
apply for the program, the Navy 
said that applicants must sign con- 
tracts requiring three and one-half 
years active duty after completion 
of flight training. If the applicant 
is under 21, his parents must sign 
a consent form. Further, appli- 
cants must agree to remain single 
until commissioned. 

In addition to passing rigid phys- 
ical requirements, applicants must 
be interviewed by their command- 
ing officers and agree to extend 
their enlistments in order to have 
three years of obligated duty re- 
maining when they enter flight 
training. 

Other requirements are spelled 
out in a recent Bureau of Naval 
Personnel (BuPers) instruction. 


After the ribbon cutting cere- 
mony, the celebrants were wel- 
comed to the new facilities and 
Admiral Bradley presented Good- 
man with a letter of commendation 
for his untiring efforts as head of 
the advisory group.

J. B. Priestly, noted British novelist, put his hand on the world pulse 
very well when he wrote, “It is good for man to open his mind to wonder 
and awe. Without science we are helpless children. But without a dee’p 
religion, we are blundering fools, reeling in our new and terrible cock- 
sureness into one disaster after another.” 

Mr. Priestly is making the same appeal that our great military and 
political leaders have made. He is saying that no matter how clever and 
ingenious we may become scientifically, if we as individuals, as a nation, 
and as a world have not a meaningful belief, a meaningful faith in God 
in our hearts, we can go nowhere but wrong. We can do nothing but 
misuse the great power we hold in our hands. 

Elton Trueblood, in his book “The Dilemma of Modern Man,” has 
observed that because it is true that man's moral and spiritual develop- 
ment has not kept pace with his growth in scientific skill, faith has sud- 
denly become a must for the survival of modem man. 

But this faith must be properly placed. Faith in ourselves, alone, 
will lead us nowhere but to foolish cocksureness. Faith in military 
arms and missiles alone will lead nowhere but to destruction. We must 
rather, first as individuals and then as a nation and world put our confi- 
dence in Christian principles of decency and love and service, thus giving 
ourselves and our lives to The One who holds the help and the solutions 
we must have as individuals, as a nation and as a world. The President’s 
proclamation of a national day of prayer graphically showed his concern 
about this. May we by our faith and actions show our concern.

1 oxicology Bldg. 
Nears Complerion 

Quarters for the new U. S. Navy 
Toxicology Unit, which w'as estab- 
lished January 1, 1959, by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, are scheduled 
for completion October 31, 1959, 
the Surgeon General of the Navy 
has announced. The Toxicology 
Unit will be located in building No. 
119 at the National Naval Medical 
Center, Bethesda, Maryland. 

Three floors of the building are 
being remodeled to accommodate 
the new facility under a contract 
awarded August 18, 1959. The 

first floor will contain quarantine 
spaces, an animal food preparation 
kitchen and cage washing facili- 
ties. The second floor will contain 
pathology, chemistry and physics 
laboratories, and the third, animal 
inhalation exposure units. 

Purpose of the new Unit will be 
to provide technical and special- 
ized services in the fields of opera- 
tional toxicology problems en- 
countered aboard ships and in the 
design and use of new weapon 
systems. Also, it will develop and 
provide biological data necessary 
for determining permissible lim- 
its so that precautionary measures, 
conducive to good health practices, 
may be prescribed. 


Early-Out Program 
Announced by DOD 

Washington (AFPS) — An “early 
out” program during the Christ- 
mas-New Year Holiday period for 
officers and enlisted men in the 
continental U. S. has been an- 
nounced by the Department of De- 
fense. 

Specifically, personnel whose 
normal expiration of obligated ser- 
vice or enlistment would occur 
during the period Dec. 18. 1959, 
and Jan 4, I960, inclusive, will be 
released during the period Dec. 10 
through 18. 

The Defense Department said 
about 8,500 military personnel will 
be affected. 

Excluded from the early out pol- 
icy are: 

• Reservists undergoing six 
months’ active duty or training un- 
der the Reserve Forces Act of 
1955; 

• Aliens seeking to qualify for 
citizenship by completion of three 
years of active military service. 

The DOD said other service per- 
sonnel and other categories of per- 
sonnel may be excluded as required 
by the needs of the individual mil- 
itary service. 

The policy will normally be ex- 
tended to personnel stationed or en 
route to their areas of residence 
in commonwealth, dependencies, 
trusts, and the slates of Alaska and 
Hawaii, the DOD said.

The camera then used the picture 
in the mirror as its subject. Both 
the camera and the mirror could be 
tilted to get the best possible view 
of the field. 

Designed expressly for the Na- 
vy, the portable system provides 
full broadcast-quality pictures 
which can be transmitted any dis- 
tance and viewed on regular home 
receivers.

Keep Benefits 

Career Men l rged 
To Reenlist Early 

Washington— Career naval per- 
sonnel who plan to take advantage 
of the Veteran’s Readjustment As- 
sistance Act of 1952 (Korean GI 
Bill) are warned by the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel that they should 
reenlist early in order to remain 
eligible for the education benefits 
of the act. 

In a forthcoming instruction, the 
Bureau points out that the law 
states veterans must begin their 
education or training within three 
years after their first “uncondi- 
tional" discharge or separation fol- 
lowing January 31, 1955. 

However, personnel who receive 
a “conditional” discharge for the 
purpose of immediate reenlistment 
will have until January 31, 1965, 
to complete their education. 

According to the Chief of Naval 
Personnel’s interpretation, an “un- 
conditional" discharge or release 
from active duty is one that re- 
lieves the recipient from any obli- 
gation for further continued active 
service. 

A "conditional” discharge or re- 
lease does not relieve the recipi- 
ent from any obligation for further 
continued active duty. 

The latter category includes per- 
sonnel discharged at any time prior 
to their normal date of expiration 
of enlistment for the specific pur- 
pose of immediate reenlistment. 

Therefore, the instruction ad- 
vises, it is to the benefit of career 
personnel to request discharge 
prior to expiration of obligated 
service for the purpose of immedi- 
ate reenlistment in accordance with 
existing regulations. 

If personnel wait until their en- 
listment is completed before re- 
enlisting they are considered to 
have accepted an “unconditional” 
discharge and must start their 
schooling within three years of the 
date of this release. 

In other words, if a man’s dis- 
charge is due on October 15, he 
should request to be released no 
later than October 14 in order to 
reenlist without being penalized 
by the eligibility requirements.

Navy Regs Issued 
On Hump Bill Pay 

Washington — Instructions gov- 
erning $2,000 lump sum payments 
to officers involuntarily retired un- 
der the recently enacted “Hump 
Law” have been published by the 
Navy. 

Most Naval captains and com- 
manders and Marine colonels and 
lieutenant colonels slated by board 
action for involuntary retirement 
on twenty or more years of active 
service will receive the separation 
payments, according to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

Officers who voluntarily elect to 
leave the service prior to their 
normal dates of retirement will 
also receive the lump-sum benefit 
but only cases where a selection 
board recommended their discon- 
tinuance in service, a Navy spokes- 
man explained. 

On the other hand some officers 
recommended for involuntary re- 
tirement will not receive the sepa- 
ration pay, the instructions stated, 
and those retired for physical dis- 
ability are not entitled to the cash 
settlement — even if the board rec- 
ommended their discontinuance on 
active duty. (AFPS)

Red Cross Explains 
Where Your $ Goes 

Did you know that anyone who 
gives a dollar or more to the Red 
Cross through the United Givers’ 
Fund becomes a member of the 
American Red Cross, and has the 
privilege of participating in meet- 
ings where program and policy are 
determined? 

It might be interesting to see 
what happens to that dollar: 

37.1c is used for the armed forces 
and veterans. 

14.3c for disaster. 

13.8c for the blood program. 

7.3c is spent on nursing and safe- 
ty. 

2.3c goes to the Junior Red Cross. 
1.3c for community services to 
the ill, handicapped and aged. 
12.6c is used for management 
and administration of staff at the 
National Red Cross Headquar- 
ters; in offices overseas; at the 
four Area offices in the United 
States; and in the more than 
3700 chapters located throughout 
the United States. This includes 
accounting, auditing, salaries and 
training of staff. 

5.3c goes to the 3700 chapters. 
3.4c is spent on fund raising. 

2.4c on publicity. 

0.2c for international services. 
There are 13,666 American Red 
Ceoss workers, most of whom re- 
ceive salaries of between $4,000 
and $7,000. Only 19 receive a sal- 
ary of over $13,000. The Red Cross 
depends upon voluntary gifts for 
its funds, and volunteers for most 
of its workers. There are twice 
as many volunteer workers as there 
are paid Red Cross workers. More 
about volunteers in the next issue 
and their contribution at the Na- 
tional Naval Medical Center.

Hails US A FI Force 

Still happy and grateful for hav- 
ing received his high school di- 
ploma through USAFI, Harry the 
Horse galloped all the way to Wis- 
consin to attend USAFI’s confer- 
ence at Madison. He was gone for 
almost two weeks and just this 
morning stuck his nose in the I 
& E window to tell us all about 
it. 

Our horse was welcomed by Dr. 
Darrell J. Inabnit, Director of 
USAFI, and CDR J. W. Conger, 
I & E Boss-man in BuPers, who 
coordinated meetings for the Navy. 
At the meetings Harry learned that 
USAFI was the outgrowth of the 
Army Institute which was estab- 
lished in December of 1941. In 
1942 services of the Institute were 
made available also to Naval per- 
sonnel and then became known 
as the United States Armed Forces 
Institute. Since January of 1950 
the organization has been in the 
hands of a civilian director. 

Courses compare largely with 
civilian high schools and colleges 
throughout the country on an en- 
tirely voluntary basis for both in- 
dividual and group off-duty study. 
Because specific end-of-course tests 
are given, the same credit as ac- 
tual study within the school is 
granted by a majority of the na- 
tion’s schools. Some 55,000 tests 
are scored by USAFI each month, 
and USAFI currently has on record 
150,000 course enrollments for 
service personnel located within 
the U. S. The five overseas USAFI 
organizations located in the Car- 
ibbean, Europe, Alaska, Hawaii 
and Japan account for another 85,- 
000 active course enrollments. For 
those who think correspondence 
from USAFI is slow, take notice 
that more than 135,000 pieces of 
mail are channeled through the 
USAFI mail room each month. 
Harry says, “That ain’t hay!” 

Here is a reminder that pro- 
ficiency pay examinations will be 
administered in the enlisted men’s 
mess hall on 3 and 5 November 
1959 at 0800. All nominees should 
be in the Uniform of the Day (no 
dungarees allowed) and have their 
I.D. cards with them.

Admiral Silliphanl 
Retires From Navy 

Rear Admiral William Silliphant, 
Medical Corps, LLS. Navy, former 
Director of the Armed Forces In- 
stitute of Pathology, retired from 
active duty in the United States 
Navy on 31 October 1959. 

Admiral Silliphant received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree from the 
University of Southern California, 
Los Angeles, and his medical de- 
gree from Stanford University Med- 
ical School in San Francisco. He 
was commissioned in the Medical 
Corps of the United States Navy in 
1930 and interned at the U.S. Naval 
Hospital, Mare Island, California. 
At the termination of his first sea 
duty with the Pacific Fleet in 1933 
he began postgraduate study in 
pathology at the Naval Medical 
School, Washington, D. C. Assigned 
to the Naval Hospital, Canacoa, 
Philippine Islands, one month be- 
fore the Japanese began their con- 
quest of those islands, he was cap- 


chosen by ihe Executive Council 
of the Association. 

The award, consisting of a scroll 
and a life membership in the Asso- 
ciation of Military Surgeons, was 
presented at the Honors Night Din- 
ner of the Association's 66th annual 
Convention. Presentation of the 
award was made by the Deputy 
Surgeon General of the Navy, Rear 
Admiral Edward C. Kenney. 

Vice Admiral Cooper was Com- 
manding Officer of the National 
Naval Medical Center from 31 
August 1956 until his retirement 
on 25 June 1959. 



tured and interned by the Japanese 
for 37 months. 

On the staff of Bilibid Prison Hos- 
pital for Allied Prisoners of War, 
he served simultaneously as Ward 
Medical Officer, Sanitation Officer, 
and Laboratory Officer. Deprived of 
supplies and material with which to 
work he claims the distinction of 
probably being the only pathologist 
ever to run a laboratory w ithout the 
aid of a microscope, or to have re- 
sorted to burying vaccines in the 
ground for their preservation in lieu 
of refrigeration. 

In February 1952 he became the 
Navy Deputy Director of the Armed 
Forces Institute of Pathology and 
in August 1955 the Director. He re- 
ceived his promotion to Rear Ad- 
miral on the effective date of his 
retirement. 

Admiral Silliphant is a Diplomatc 
of the American Board of Pathol- 
ogy, a fellow of the American Med- 
ical Association, the College of 
American Pathologists, Ihe Ameri- 
can Association of Pathologists and 
Bacteriologists, the American So- 
ciety of Clinical Pathologists and 
the American College of Physicians.

In Our Hospitals 


Volunteers in the Red Cross pro- 
gram have traditionally played a 
very important role in Military 
Hospitals. Red Cross could not 
begin to do the program they are 
now doing without volunteers be- 
cause, for every paid Red Cross 
worker, there are 150 volunteers. 
At the National Naval Medical 
Center this tradition of using vol- 
unteers is being followed. 

Did you know that last month 
we had 96 Gray Ladies, 5 Nurses 
Aides, 3 Staff Aides, 6 Canteen 
workers and 25 Motor Service vol- 
unteers? These volunteers come 
one day each week and, during 
October, served a total of 1706 
hours of their time in the hospital. 
In addition to these 135 trained 
uniformed volunteers, 173 volun- 
teers from the community gave 336 
hours entertaining and acting as 
hostesses to parties on the wards. 

The Gray Ladies serve in many 
ways. They visit with patients, 
write letters, do errands, wrap 
packages, obtain rooms in the vi- 
cinity of the hospital for friends 
and relatives of patients, conduct 
games, quizzes and parties on the 
wards, take the library and crafts 
carts to the wards and assist in 
the Blood Bank and various clin- 
ics. 

The Nurses Aides assist the nurs- 
es on the dependents wards. Their 
job is to help with the bedside care 
of patients. 

The Staff Aides volunteer their 
lime to assist in the office work 
necessary in our program and to 
act as receptionist in the Red Cross 
recreation office. 

The Motor Service volunteers 
bring entertainers and hostesses to 
the hospital and take patients 
sightseeing and to various sporting 
events in Washington, D. C. 

The Canteen volunteers visit the 
hospital in the evening to serve re- 
freshments on the wards. 

Perhaps the greatest single con- 
tribution by a volunteer was given 
by Mary (Mrs. Arthur MacArthur), 
our very own Gray Lady, who 
passed away last month. Many 
people knew her as the sister-in- 
law of General Douglas MacArthur 
and the mother of our Ambassador 
to Japan, Douglas MacArthur. We 
knew her as our most devoted and 
dedicated Gray Lady. She was an 
indefatigable worker in several 
civic organizations, but she was an 
active Gray Lady for 41 years. At 
82 she was still giving of herself: 
she was at the Gray Lady desk 
here each Friday. Her long record 
of impressive service will always 
be an inspiration and challenge to 
volunteer workers, and she will be 
greatly missed at the National Na- 
val Medical Center.

Navy’s TV Views 
Inside of Mouth 

Washington (AFPS) — Navy sci- 
entists have perfected a closed- 
circuit television system which 
permits a dentist to view the in- 
side of a person’s mouth, highly 
magnified, on a nearby screen. 

The Navy’s Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery said recently the de- 
vice can eventually be adapted for 
medical probes inside the human 
body. The system has been suc- 
cess! ully demonstrated and is 
under the sponsorship of the Office 
of Naval Research. 

The Navy said the new system 
can reach and illuminate sections 
of the mouth not now accessible 
to cameras and magnify them as 
much as 35 times. 

The new optical probe system 
consists of a bundle of optical fibers 
bound together in a “whip-like” 
cable with a small lens at the prob- 
ing end and hooked to a TV camera 
at the other. 

One bundle contains 10,000 of the 
fibers; each one picks up light from 
a small section directly in front 
of it and transmits the thousands 
of these specks of light concen- 
trated on a screen they form a 
composite picture of the area in- 
volved.

CPO’s Eliminated Produces First 


Washington (AFPS) — The Na- 
vy’s temporary action to reduce 
the number of petty officers who 
entered the sea service during the 
early stages of WWII has been 
practically eliminated. 

Previously, chief petty officers in 
42 rates having 20 years or more 
of active service on expiration of 
enlistment were compelled to re- 
quest permission to remain on ac- 
tive duty. Recently the Navy cut 
this list of rates to six. 

About a year ago, the Navy said 
the action was necessary to “per- 
mit the orderly advancement of 
junior petty officers.” particularly 
in rates where the number of per- 
sonnel on board met or exceeded 
requirements. 

A Navy spokesman said normal 
attrition and the number of CPOs 
applying for transfer to the Fleet 
Reserve during the past year had 
helped the situation and made pos- 
sible the reduction in rates still 
governed by the original action. 

This attrition was forseen, the 
spokesman declared, and said in 
the future it will reduce the list 
even further. “It is hoped,” he 
said, "that within the next few 
years no rating will be subject to 
selective reenlistment.” 

The list of rates still requiring 
approval of the Chief of Naval 
Personnel for continuation on ac- 
tive duty past the 20-year mark 
are: 

Chief ship’s serviceman, chief 
shipfitter, chief aviation boat- 
swain’s mate, chief steward and 
chief equipment operator.
